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WAR IS ON AGAINST PLATT 











RVARNER MILLER AND FRIENDS 
READY FOR VIGOROUS BATTLE. 


Whe Herkimer ex-Senator to Have a 
Statement Ready the First of the 
Week—In a Speech Last Night He 
Talked on the State Fight and the 


Necessity for Honest Primaries 


and an Enrollment That Shall Be 


Free from Fraud. 


£x-Senator Warner Miller and his friends 
have begun a vigorous war on ex-Senator 
Thomas C. Platt and his followers. The 
issue between the two Republican factions 
is sharply drawn, and judging from ex-Sen- 
ator Miller’s speech at the meeting of the 


McKinley County League last night, the 
wounded will soon be falling inside and 
outside the breastworks. 

It was announced yesterday morning 
that Mr. Miller was preparing, with the 
_assistance and counsel of friends, a mani- 
festo or statement, that would be issued 
later in the day, and would at once pre- 
cipitate the impending hostilities. 

Mr. Miller was seen as he came out from 
a long conference he had been holding 
with his friends at the State League head- 
quarters, in Twenty-second Street, last 
night, and he announced that he would 
not be ready to give out the statement 
until Monday. He said it was already 
prepared and waiting only the signatures 
ef Cornelius N. Bliss, who is still sick at 
Seabright, and a number of others. 

Mr. Milholland added the information that 
the manifesto is “short, sharp, and de- 
cisive,”’” and that there will be about 100 
signatures. , 

As soon as he left the conference above 
stairs, Mr. Miller went into the meeting of 
the County League and responded to a call 
for a speech. In his remarks he gave what 
every one understood to be the substance 
of his pronunciamento. 

He said that it was supremely essential 
that the Republicans of New-York should 
have an opportunitv for the fullest and 
freest expression of their views. 

“It ought not to be necessary to make a 
statement of this kind,” he continued. “ The 
Republican Party has always been the 

arty of freedom. It was organized in the 
nterest of freedom and has Seare declared 
for free speech and action in political mat- 
ters. But, unfortunately, in some portions 
of this State the control of the party has 
fallen into the hands of men who resort to 
infamous methods to carry the primary 
elections. Dab 

‘We, as American citizens, have our 
freedom and our rights. But what would 
we have to do with our political affairs if 
our rights are not guaranteed. at the pri- 
maries? When the election is held and a 
candidate nominated we must vote the 
ticket of our party, but we can have no in- 
fluence upon the affairs of the country if 
we are deprived of the initial right of a 
free and. honest primary. All the rest 
avould come to nothing. 

“After the county, or the district, or the 
State nominates a man you have no rights 
whatever. The man thus nominated by 
dishonest primaries may be antagonistic to 
your interests and to the interests of the 
party, but you must support him, or vote 
for a Democrat, or forfeit your right to 
vote at-all, 

** We have just won a great victory at St. 
Louis. They have nominated a ticket that 
is sure to win. 

“The contest in this State goes on. It is 
for the Republicans of this State to say 
who shall be nominated for the Governor- 
ship and for other offices, and we shall de- 
mand and insist upon getting, and we shall 
secure, free and honest conventions that 
will express the choice of a majority of the 
Republican Party. Now, if the majority 
of the party is to speak, it must do so 
through free and honest primaries. 

“For several years the Republicans have 

ermitted a state of affairs to exist that 
Eas been disgraceful. In this city we are 
confronted with a fraudulent enrollment of 
from 30,000 to 40,000 voters. The National 
election is settled, so far as this State is 
concerned. If I and all my friends should 
oppose it, McKinley and Hobart would be 
elected. If any man and his friends should 
oppose it, the ticket would still be elected. 
But, outside the National election, Repub- 
licans are interested in their local affairs. 

* All that we ask, and we will not take 
less, is an honest primary, where Republic- 
ans throughout the length and breadth of 
the State can express their preferences. 
It is here at the beginning that we must 
start our work, and see to it that there is 
an absolutely free and honest primary, and 
that no one but Republicans are permitted 
to vote, and no Republican prevented from 
voting. 

“The test is with you. It is in your 
hands. You are fighting against an enroil- 
ment in this city that contains on it from 
80,000 to 40,000 false names. But you can 
succeed. You will find me, and all of my 
friends, and all of our kind of people 
throughout the State, actively fighting for 
victory, not for ourselves, but for a free 
and honest primary.’’ 

George E. Mathews of Buffalo was called 
on and gave a short talk in which he said 
that the people of the State will see that 
the City of New-York gets its full rights 
in this as in other matters. 

The conference of Mr. Miller and his 
friends yesterday was participated in by a 
large number of prominent Republicans. 
Among them were Whitelaw Reid, George 
E. Mathews of Erie, William Brookfield 
Theodore Roosevelt, President -Edwar 
Mitchell of the State Club, Gen. Samuel 
Thomas, C. H. Mason, and Thomas Fitchie 
_of Kings, John Consalus and B. H. Denison 
of Troy, Joel B. Erhardt, Elihu Root, Gen. 
Daniel Butterfield, Frank D. Pavey, Arthur 
Jenkins, and James J. Belden of Onondaga, 
James Newins of Queens, H. H. Hawley of 
Malone, Lieut. Gov. Saxton, George C, Bay- 
liss, former Mayor of Binghamton; G. D. B. 
Hasbrouck, Deputy Attorney General; John 
P. Montignani of Albany, Orin P. Wilson, 
former Mayor of Albany; Johnson Voorhees 
of Rochester, Andrew Rudolph of Monroe 
County, L. W. Rockwell, President of the 
McKinley League of Hornellsville, and Col. 
8. V. R. Cruger. 

These men also attended a conference at 
the home of Mr. Whitelaw Reid Thursday 
night, and at the State headquarters yes- 
terday morning, afternoon, and last night. 
Mr. Miller was present at all of the confer- 
ences, 





HAD A TALK WITH MR. HANNA, 


Anti-Platt Men Would Manage Cam- 
paign in This State. 


Before the anti-Platt delegates left St. 
Louis some of them had a talk with Mark 
Hanna. Cornelius N. Bliss did most of the 
talking. They asked that the National 
Committee do business in New-York State 
through the opponents of Mr. Platt. 

Mr. Hanna asked them if they had an 
organization in all parts of the State. They 
replied that they had an organization in 
every Assembly district, but that they had 
been able to control only a small part of 


the recognized part of the machinery, be- 


cause their people had not been allowed to 
vote in the primaries. 

After a long conversation, in which the 
New-York situation was pretty well cov- 


ered from the standpoint of the opponents 
of Mr. Platt’s rule, Mr. Hanna, in sub- 
stance, said: 

“My sympathies are with the McKinley 
men; that is, with you in your fight against 
Mr. Platt, but I must say that up to the 

resent time Mr. Platt has the best of it. 
you told me that you would be able to de- 
feat Mr. Platt for Chairman of the delega- 
tion, but you were not able to do so. Now, 
I am not willing to believe that the anti- 
Piatt organization is by any means as com- 
plete in New-York State as the Platt or- 
ganization. 

“ What I will do is this: Go ahead and 
make your fight for delegates for the State 
Convention, nominate. your man for Goy- 
ernor if you can. In the meantime, what- 

ever of influence or prestige it may give 
you for the public to believe that you are 
' gapporied by the National Committee, I am

perfectly willing you should have. After 
the State Convention, if ysa can control 
the State Committee, or even if you have 
shown that you have a large section of the 
party behind you, I shall allow you to man- 
age Mr. McKinley’s campaign in the State.”’ 

Mr. Platt has had no communication with 
Mr. Hanna since the nomination. He said 
to a reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES 
yesterday: 

“The organization of the Republican 
Party in this State has never been consid- 
ered an inefficient one, or incapable of doing 
the proper kind of campaign work. I as- 
sume, consequently, that the National Com- 
mittee will avail itself of the State organ- 
ization in conducting the canvass here.” 





PERRY BELMONT STARTS FOR HOME 


Crossing the Ocean to Take Part in 
the Fight for Sound Money. 


Paris, June 26.—A representative of The 
United Press had an interview with Perry 
Belmont at the railway station to-night 
just as Mr. Belmont was starting for 
Havre on his way to Chicago to attend the 
National Democratic Convention. 

The full text of the Democratic platform 
adopted at the New-York State Convention 
in Saratoga had not. yet been received 
here, and therefore Mr. Belmont said he 
did not know its precise scope. If, however, 
as he believed, the New-York Democracy 
protested against any further purchase of 
silver by the Treasury and against silver 
coinage otherwise than on the basis of an 
international agreement, and that the De- 
mocracy should.do everything possible to 
obtain and secure a fixed international 
ratio between the two metals, and demand- 
ed the cancellation of greenbacks and 
Treasury~notes hereafter presented to the 
Treasury and paid in gold, Mr. Belmont 
was confident the platform would command 
the approbation of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the voters in every Eastern State. 

Mr. Belmont said he had known quite well 
during his years in Congress a great many 
of the Southern Democrats who were press- 
ing for the immediate free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, and also had met 
them four years ago at Chicago, when they 
contributed to the nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land. Mr, Belmont did not believe those 
Southern Democrats now wished or would 
tolerate disunion at Chicago of the Nation- 
al Democracy. 

‘“‘The State of New-York,” said Mr. Bel- 
mont, “is now committed by both of its 
party organizations to international bi- 
metallism and a world-wide bimetallic par. 
Democratic leaders such as Tilden and 
Manning have favored it in the past, and 
the Southern Democracy also. ‘The Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of France told me a 
few days ago that France cannot and will 
nozt consent to a ratio of 16 to 1. France 
prefers 15% to 1. 

“If the National Democracy will at Chi- 
cago remain united, McKinleyism can be 
crushed in November, and a fixed interna- 
tional ratio for silver and gold put within 
range of practical effort. Another Mc- 
Kinley tariff can be prevented, the issue 
of more Government bonds made unneces- 
sary, the National credit upheld, our ex- 
ports increased, and the wages of working- 
men North and South not be reduced to a 
fifty-cent dollar. 

“It can but be that rather than have 
disunion in the National Democracy, as in 
1860, the Southern Democrats, with whom 
New-York co-operated in the election of 
Mr. Cleveland in 1892, will consent to a 
reasonable plan whereby free-silver coin- 
age may be deferred until a practical ef- 
fort shall have been made by a Democratic 
President and a Democratic Congress to ob- 
tain a fixed international bimetallic ratio.” 





PREMIUM STAMPED ON GOLD BARS. 


Bankers Asked to Give Their Opinions 


as to Effect of Reduction, 


On the invitation of the Treasury De- 
partment, representatives of the banking 
houses through which gold shipments from 
this port are chiefly made assembled in As- 
sistant Treasurer Conrad N. Jordan’s of- 
fice, in the Sub-Treasury, yesterday. 
The Government desired their opinions 
as to the advisability of reducing the 
premium on stamped gold bars at the pres- 
ent time. The bankers were asked whether 
such reduction would not stimulate the ex- 
portation of gold from this country. 

The premium on gold bars is now one- 
eighth of 1 per cent. A few weeks ago it 
was reduced from three-sixteenths, and the 
bankers think that it ought not to be more 
than one-sixteenth of 1 per cent. They ar- 
gue that, inasmuch as gold bars are prefer- 
able to coin for shipping purposes, the 
Government might better reduce the pre- 
mium and save the cost of coinage. 

The banking houses represented at yester- 
day’s conference were Heidelbach, Ickel- 
heimer & Co., L. Von Hoffman & &o., La- 
denburg, Thalmann & Co., Lezard Fréres, 
and Muller, Schall & Co. With the excep- 
tion of Lazard Fréres, these firms have re- 
cently been sending American gold coin to 
Germany to meet an unusual and urgent 
demand. 

Assistant Treasurer Jordan was reticent 
regarding the conference, but it was learned 
that the bankers were not disposed to admit 
that the desired reduction in the premium 
on gold bars would have any mischievous 
effect so far as gold exports were con- 
cerned. Much would depend, they main- 
tained, on general business conditions. 

Opinions were freely expressed ‘by the 
gold shippers that the exportations to Ger- 
many would not continue much longer. 
Since the recent gold movement began, 
about $26,000,000 has been sent abroad, re- 
ducing the United States Treasury gold re- 
serve to about $102,000,000. The bulk of the 
American gold sent to Germany has been 
for Russian account, and there is a wide- 
spread belief here that the Russian demand 
for gold will soon cease. 

The withdrawals of gold from the Sub- 
Treasury yesterday aggregated $400,000. Of 
that amount Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & 
Co. took $200,000 to send to Germany on to- 
day’s steamship. The remaining $200,000 
will go to Canada in two consignments. 





MRS. HAMILTON OF *‘ NEVIS” DEAD, 


Money and Relies Left by the Famous 
General’s Daughter-in-Law,. 


WHITE Puains, N. Y., June 26.—The will 
of Angelica L. Hamilton of Irvington-on- 
the-Hudson, was to-day filed for probate 
in the Surrogate’s Court. She left real 
estate valued at $120,000 and $60,000 in per- 
sonal property. She was the daughter-in- 
law of Gen. Alexander Hamilton, and lived 
at Nevis, which had been occupied by the 
family for many years, and in which are 
many historical records and old portraits of 
ancestors. 

By her will she leaves $15,000 to Angelica 
L. Morgan of Staatsburg. N. Y.; $10,000 each 
to Louisa L. Schuyler and Georgiana 
Schuyler of New-York; Ivan Bowdoin and 

rry Bowdoin and the two Schuylers 
named get $10,000 each of the residue, and 
smaller sums are bequeathed to a large 
number of other members of her family. 

To Peter Schuyler she confirms a previous 
gift of the country seat Nevis, and, in addi- 
tion, she gives him the furniture, pictures, 
china, silver, and other articles and prop- 
erty in the house, except such as she gives 
specially to other persons as mementoes. 
She directs her other real estate to be sold 
and divided among numerous relatives. 





The Campania’s Quick Passage. 


QUEENSTOWN, June 26—The Cunard 
steamer Campania, which sailed from New- 
York June 20, arrived here at 7:19 o’clock 
this morning, having made the passage 
in 5 days 12 hours and 32 minutes. The 
Campania took the long course, and this is 
her best record over that route on an east- 
ward passage.

HER RECORD NOW SIX DAYS EIGHT 
HOURS AND NINETEEN MINUTES. 


The Closing Hours Covered with the 
Lucania of the Cunard Line in 
Sight—The 
Made by a Merchant Ship Flying 
the American Flag—Daily Records 
of the Two Speedy Transatlantic 
Steamships, 


Fastest Time Ever 


The American Line steamship St. Paul 
sailed past the Sandy Hook Light Ship at 
5:12 o’clock P.-M. yesterday the winner of 
new laurels for herself, her American own- 
ers, and her American builders. “The Cu- 


nard steamship Lucania crossed the bar 
twenty-four minutes ahead of her, after one 
day’s performance that no ship ever built 
has equaled. The British ship had won as 
pretty an ocean race as was ever run, but 
the greatest glory was for the Yankee boat. 

The mammoth steamships had cleaved the 
waters of a smooth sea for thirty-six hours. 
Great volumes of smoke poured from their 
funnels, coal was burned as coal was never 
burned before, and a thousand passengers 
wondered. $ 

It was a dull passage across the Atlantic, 
the passengers of both boats said, but 
there was a rough swell from the south- 
west unfavorable to speed. When Thursday 
came the sun was shining brightly, and the 
sea was smooth. Off the port quarter the 
passengers of the St. Paul saw a great 
cloud. of smoke that looked as though a 


‘volcano had risen fromd the lost Atlantis. 


Capt. Jamison stood upon the bridge glass 
in hand, and the sailors peered over the 
high bulwarks of the main deck, eagerly 
watching the stranger on the horizon. The 
stranger was the Lucania, but when her 
lines Were made out she was no longer a 
stranger to those who watched her swift 
movement through the waters. 

The smoke from the big Cunarder’s fun- 
nels was seen first at between 4 and 5 
o’clock Thursday morning, when she was 
about twenty miles away from the St. 
Paul. When she was sighted, the news 
spread quickly among the St. Paul’s crew. 

There was no consultation among the 
officers of the St. Paul; no decision that 
it was a life or death race with an enemy; 
no orders to heap on coal and increase 
the pressure. But, somehow or other, the 
nerves of every man in the fireroom of 
the St. Paul were soon at their highest 
tension. The muscles of the grimy stokers 
worked quicker, the firebeds became deep- 
er, the steam pressure went up to 195 
pounds to the square inch, the great pro- 
peller shafts began to show 9% revolu- 
tions a minute, and the St. Paul was 
speeding along at the rate of 21.78 knots 
an hour, the fastest thing in the merchant 
marine that ever flew the American en- 
sfgn from the taffrail. 

“We were not racing,’’ chuckled Chief 
Engineer Carnegie, as tickled as though 
every drop of blood in his veins was 
American. ‘‘Oh, yes, of course, we had 
to give. them:.a run fom their trouble.” 

And they did. With her 30,000 horse 


power pitted against the St. Paul's 20;000;—>——— 


and burning 540 tons of coal a day, to the 
American boat’s. 315, the Lucania, plow- 
ing along at the fastest speed ever main- 
tained for twenty-four hours, edged up 
slowly on her Yankee rival, which was 
never. intended to compete with her in 
speed. She was still twelve miles astern 
at noon. 

The passengers on the St. Paul became 
animated at the splendid performance of 
the new American boat. Many of them 
peered from the portholes of the saloons 
at the dinner hour, but they did not then 
see the Lucania, for she was then far 
astern, and her lights, sparkling from 
countless ports, lost their beams on the 
distant expanse of water. 

Their interest led some passengers to re- 
main late on deck. At 1 o’clock yesterday 
morning the officers esi{mated that the 
Cunarder was -between three and four miles 
astern. Those who were astir again at 6 
o’clock saw the Lucania abeam about two 
miles distant, still emitting the black smoke 
of soft coal. It was an hour and a halr 
before she had drawn much past the Amer- 
ican lifer. She seemed to be making an 
increased effort. Noon found her eight miles 
ahead. 

Then both boats ran into a fog and lost 
sight of one another. The Lucania had 
reeled off 562 knots in 24 hours, two knots 
better than she had ever done before. The 
St. Paul had made 540 knots, 18 knots bet- 
ter than her best previous record for 24 
heurs, , 

The day’s runs of the St. Paul were 457, 
507, 498, 489, 515, 540, and 108 to Sandy 
Hook. The course from Southampton was 
3,113.4 knots, and was covered in 6 days 
8 hours and 19 minutes, the average speed 
for the trip being 20.44 knots an hour, and 
the average revolutions of her propellers 
80% a minute. She made the record from 
Southampton on her preceding trip in 6 
days, 5 hours and 32 minutes, but on her 
best single day on that trip she made only 
522 knots. 

The Lucania’s runs from Queenstown, 
figured at noon each day, were 96, 524, 529, 
507, 542, 562, and 95—that is, 2,855 miles 
in 5 days 18 hours and 35 minutes. 

The record from Queenstown is held by 
the Lucania, which made the trip in 5 
days, 7 hours and 23 minutes with an av- 
erage speed for the voyage of 22.01 knots, 
but she has never before made her twenty- 
four-hour record for the nautical day end- 
ing at noon yesterday. 

e Health Officer boarded the St. Paul 
at. Quarantine before the Lucania drew 
out. As the latter had somewhat further 
to go to her dock and required more time 
for warping into her berth, because of her 
larger dimensions, the St. Paul was able 
to be the first by a few minutes to throw 
out her gangplank at her plier. 

Among the passengers on the Lucania

A steerage passenger on the St. Paul was 
reported missing. is name was Dirk Jan- 
sen. He was twenty-eight years old and 
was a native of Holland. He was last seen 
on Monday, and it is a matter of specula- 
tion what became of him. The ship’s offi- 
cers were loath to report him lost, and 
they hope he may turn up later.

TWO CRUISERS GO TO SEA. 


Cincinnati and Montgomery Depart— 
Mr, McAdoo’s Arrival. 


The United States cruisers Cincinnati and 
Montgomery left their anchorage off Staten 
Island yesterday and proceeded to sea for 
target practice. They will join the battle- 
ship Indiana, which went out for the same 
purpose Wednesday. On their return to 
port in a few days they will prepare for the 
annual Summer cruise in North Atlantic 
waters, 

The dispatch boat Dolphin, having As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy McAdoo on 
board, arrived yesterday from the League 
Island Navy Yard. She anchored in the 
North River. 

Mr. McAdoo is making the annual trip of 
inspection, and it is said his work at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard will include an in- 
spection of the new dry dock. The Dolphin 
will go from here to the New-England 
navy yards. 

The battalion of the East New-Jersey 
Naval Reserves, whose headquarters are 
aboard the United States steamship Ports- 
mouth, at Hoboken, was inspected by As- 
sistant Secretary McAdoo. Accompanied by 
Lieut. Niblach, his private secretary, Mr. 
McAdoo arrived in a steam launch shortly 
before 6 P. M, They were received by 
Lieut. Commander Washington Irving and 
Lieut. Maher of the reserves as they came 
over the side. The men drawn up in line 
on the deck wore their white duck uni- 
forms. 

After being introduced to Commander 
Jacques and the other officers of the re- 
serves, Mr. McAdoo was shown over the 
ship, which has been completely over- 
hauled. The inspection lasted’ about half 
an hour. A salute of seventeen guns was 
fired as the Assistant Secretary went over 
the side. He was the guest of Ordnance 
Officer Harvey of the reserves last night at 
the Essex Club, Newark. In the party 
were Lieut. Niblach, Commander Jacques, 
Lieut. Commander Irving, and Lieut. Mun- 
herd of the reserves, 





A BANK ROBBERY PREVENTED. 


Discovery of the Preparations Just in 
Time by the Police. 


Los ANGELES, Cal., June 26.—One of the 
most daring attempts at bank robbery was 
discovered by the local police a few days 
ago, and the facts were made public last 
night. A suit of mud-stained clothing was 
recently found in the rooms occupied by 
three noted crooks, which led the police to 
Suspect that the trio were tunneling under 
some bank or safe deposit vault. Search 


was instituted and it was discovered that 
the vaults of the First National Bank had 
been undermined. 

A saloon 100 feet distant from the bank 
building was placed under surveillance, and 
a secret examination of the premises dis- 
closed a tunnel two and a haif feet square, 
leading from the cellar of the saloon to the 
basement of the bank. In the cellar was 
found a tub containing thirty-one sticks of 
dynamite and a quantity of giant powder. 
The tools used in digging were also found, 
carefully concealed in the tunnel. The 
discovery was made none too soon, for an- 
other day’s work would have sufficed to 
weaken the vaults enough to permit the 
use of explosives with certain success. 

Meanwhile the proprietor of the saloon 
has disappeared, and the three crooks have 
also taken flight. An accomplice of the 
robbers was arrested yesterday, and the 
police are hopeful of landing their men. 
‘The First National Bank earries not less 
than $300,000 in currency in its vaults at 
all times, and the loot, if accomplished, 
would have been one of the largest in the 


history of bank robberies.

The downward 
movement was checked very quickly, how- 
ever, and on the reaction the stock became 
buoyant,

HARVARD MADE A PLUCKY FIGHT 





One of The Prettiest College Races 


Ever Rowed Before a Big 


Crowd and in Fast Time. 


A PERFECTLY CLEAR COURSE SECURED 


The Observation Train Crowded with 
Spectators That Could See the Oars- 


men from Start to Finish. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 2¢.—Several 


hundred very young men and a few score 
of older ones are roaming avout this town 
to-night, exhibiting symptoms of insunity 
in which melancholia does not figure, and 
screaming at the tops of their voices that 
it is of Cornell that they yell. 

There is no doubt whatever that they tell 
the truth about their yelling. That it is 
of Cornell is apparent from the fact that 
all those with the leathern lungs are wav- 
ing flags of red and white, wearing hats cf 
the most tropical shade of red, with white 
trimmings, and with masses of red and 
white ribbons encircling every rorticn of 
their bodies. 

Red fire is burning in 
front of the Nelson House, and the Ithacans 
are wandering about town with great rells 
of money, which they have won because of 
their faith, not only in the ability of an 
eight-oared crew from their un‘versity to 
defeat any other crew on the river, Wut 
also of their belief that the University of 
Pennsylvania crew would defeat Colum- 
bia’s crew. 

The Cornell boys have won every dollar 
they bet, and they therefore literally have 
money to burn. They are burning it. 

All the noise and fuss is because the 
Cornell University crew this afternoon ce- 
feated the crews of Harvard, Pennsylvania, 
and Columbia, after one of the prettiest 
races ever seen in America, Corneil fin- 
ished the trip of four miles with a length 
and a quarter of clear water behind the 
stern post of her shell and the prow of 
that of Harvard. There was the same dis- 
tance between the Harvard shell and.that 
of Pennsylvania, accoréing to William B. 
Curtis, who was the judge at the finish. 
Columbia was beaten out of signt, some say 
only an eighth of a mile, while orners think 
it was a quarter of a mile. At ail events, 
they. were._so_certainly.. and. disastrously 
beaten that there, will never be any ques- 
tioning of the fact that-they were the last 
of the four to finish. ; 

Unfortunately there was some mistake 
about the timing of the race. The official 
announcement was that Cornell -won in 
19:29, that Harvard was second: in 19:32, 
Pennsylvania third in 20:11, and Columbia 
fourth in 21:35. If this time is correct, then 
the race is a record race for the distance. 
But as the time for all but the first crew 
was manifestly wrong to even the inexpert 
among the many thousands who saw the 
race, and as Harvard's timekeeper made 
the time for its crew 20:32, it is possible 
that Cornell’s time was 20:29, and that it 
{s.not.a record race for a four-mile course. 

It is extremely unfortunate that this mag- 
nificent race should wind up with a cloud 
as to the time made, and that there will 
always be a dispute as to its accuracy. The 
referee, however, decided that 19:29 should 
stand as the time, the 20:32 of the Har- 
vard timekeeper being summarily disposed 
of as a mistake of a minute in his watch. 

An explanation was also made that Penn- 
sylvania’s time shows to their disadvan- 
tage because they stopped rowing before 
they reached the finish line, trailing oars 
and drifting over it. Pennsylvania’s cox- 
swain, McEvoy, claims, however, that his 
crew took four or five strokes after Har- 
vard stopped rowing. But he did not press 
the point when the officials at the finish 
told him he was certainly mistaken.

Outstayed the Crimson Eight When 
the Final Struggle Came. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 26.—When 
the crews reached their starting point 
three miles up the river, at Kruin Elbow, 
there was no one there to welcome them.

CuHIcAGO, June 26.—Preparations are being 
made in Chicago to have delegations of the 
Iroquois Club and other Democratic organi- 
zations meet incoming delegations to the 
National Democratic Convention.

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VENEZUELA ACTS PROMPTLY IN OR. 
DERING HIS FREEDOM.

No Doubt, that He Was 


Prosecuting His Surveying Work

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Minister Andrade 
at noon to-day received the following cable- 
gram and immediately sent a copy to Sec- 
retary Olney: 


CARACAS, June 26.—Rojas, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, to Venezuelan. Minister at Washington: 
It was yesterday when the National Com- 
missary of Cuyuni tele raphed occurrence. Har- 
rison and nineteen others crossed to. the left 
bank of the Cuyuni to open.a road, The Sub- 
Commissary of Acarabési protested in* writing. 
Harrison insisted, and the Sub-Commissary 
took ham to the post of El Dorado. As soon as 
the Government was informed thereof, it or- 
dered the release of Harrison and asked details. 
The post, El Dorado, referred to in the 
cablegram, is directly across the river from 
the British station of Uruan. The dispatch 
confirms the impression that the Venezue- 
lans were not at fault, and that the status 
auo observed for several years was broken 
by the Harrison surveying party. Secretary 
Olney will notify Sir Julian Pauncefote 
of Harrison’s prompt release and the cir- 
cumstances under which he was arrested. 
Sefior Rojas’s dispatch announcing Har- 
rison’s release relieved State Department 
and diplomatic circles of the tremendous 
tension they have been under for several 
days, notwithstanding the prevailing con- 
fidence that the blame would not be found 
to rest altogether with the Venezuelans.- 
The main question, which is understood to 
have caused Secretary Olney most con- 
cern, was the exact location of Harrison’s 
defiance of the written Venezuelan protest. 
All doubts on this point were set aside when 
the geographical experts consulted decided 
that the propesed line of road from the 
upper Barima to the Cuyuni, where the 
surveying party was stopped, was clearly 
west of the Schomburgk line, and therefore 


in territory which the British had hitherte 
refrained from violating. 

The Acarabesi River and the Schomburgk 
line are identical at and near the Cuyuni, 
the Venezuelan district in which the arrest 
was made being named for the river. A 
number of Englishmen and Americans are 
engaged in mining and other pursuits in 
this district, but they recognize Venezuelan 
jurisdiction and operate under Venezuelan 
licenses. The British Guiana police militia 
has not attempted to exercise authority in 
the district. 

It is thought among officials that, in view 
of the latest developments, public clamor in 
England against the Venezuelans will 
proinptly subside, and that in a spirit of 
fair play the authorities of the South Amer-. 
ican republic will be treated hereafter with 
much greater respect. ‘Under such circum- 
stances, confidence is expressed that the in- 
cident will give a strong impetus to the 
movement in favor of settling. the whole: 
question by arbitration, instead of undoing 
all that had been accomplished through 
Secretary Olney’s firm and persistent de- 
mand that all boundary disputes on the 
American Continent must be included in 
any general arbitration treaty between 
England and the United States.

The British Press Speak Well of the 
United States and Venezuela. 


LONDON, June 26.—The Chronicle, com- 
menting on the statement that Venezuela 
had ordered the release of Crown Surveyor 
Harrison, will to-morrow say that Presi- 
dent Crespo acted gracefully and wisely. 
It adds that the incident has done good in 
showing that Great Britain and America 
are now on such terms that the former 
can request the good offices of the latter 
when Venezuela misbehaves. 

The Post will say it is not an altogether 
comforting reflection that Mr. Harrison’s 
release was due to the influence of the 
United States, although under the peculiar 
conditions of the case there was no very 
evident alternative to seeking American 
intervention, 

The Standard will say that it was better 
for all parties that Mr. Harrison’s release 
was effected through the friendly offices of 
the United States than by a direct peremp- | 
tory demand addressed to Venezuela. The 
incident encourages the hope that it will 
lead to a settlement of the Anglo-Venezu- 
elan dispute and the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations.

vention, 


Cuicaco, Ill., June 26.—The active cam- 
paign of the various silver elements prepar- 
atory to the Democratic National Conven- 
tion, will be commenced Tuesday next, 
when the Bimetallic National Democratic 


Committee, which is made up of leading 
silver Democrats throughout the country, 
will assemble, 

Already a large quantity of mail matter. 
much of it bearing the postmarks of West- 
ern cities, awaits Secretary T. O. Towle of 
Missouri, who is expected to arrive to- 
morrow or Sunday. Telegrams were also 
received this morning from United States 
Senators Jones of Arkansas and Harris of 


Tennessee, stating that they will arrive 
Sunday, and asking that telegrams and let- 
ters be held. The large clubroom of one 
hotel and six conference rooms have been 


engaged for the meeting, which promises to 
be very largely attended, the Democratic 
National Committeemen of a’ number of 
Western and Southern States having wired 


for accommodations for themselves and 
friends. 

Besides the gentlemen named, Senator 
Turpie of Indiana, Gov. W. J. Stone of Mis- 
seuri, Secretary of State W. H. Hinrichsen 
of Illinois, and Casey Young of Memphis, 
Tenn., are members of the Executive Com- 


mittee. Theodore Nelson, Secretary of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, who 
is in control of the preliminary arrange- 
ments, said to-day: 

“ The conference will commence Tuesday, 
and its work will continue until the Demo- 
cratic National Convention shall have ad- 
journed, Its main purpose is to influence, 
if not to determine, the platform position 
of the convention, and we expect to exert 
a potent, if not a controlling, influence in 


that gathering. .The leading silver men of 
the country will be here with us, and will 
have a full share in our deliberations. Sen- 
ator Jones of Arkansas recently sent a 
circular letter to each _ silver elegation 
elected to the National Convention, asking 
that one member be selected to meet with 
us next week and take charge of the silver 
cause in his delegation, as well as keep a 
general watch upon affairs. The responses 
have been very numerous, and the confer- 
ence will be thoroughly representative and 
harmonious.” 

This, however, will not be the only 
“round-up” of the white-metal advocates. 
A week from Sunday the members of the 
Executive Committee of the American 
Bimetallic Union will assemble in this city 
preparatory to a convention on the follow- 
ing day. The participants will include Gen. 
A. J. Warner, Ohio; B. C. Chambers, Utah; 
Henry G. Miller, Illinois; J. B. Grant, Col- 
erado; Joseph Battell, Vermont; William 
M. Stewart, Nevada; Marion Butler, North 
Carolina; Thomas G. Merrill, Montana, and 
James M. Turner, Michigan. The union is 
a non-partisan organization, its purpose 
being to promote a sentiment favorable to 
silver by the abundant distribution of lit- 
erature and the provision of speakers for 
public meetings. Its National headquarters 
are in this city, and it is probable that 
during the sessions of the conventions these 
will be connected by wire with the Eastern 
office in Washington and with San Francis- 
co, in order that prompt conferences may be 
had, when necessary, with silver advocates 
who are unable to make the nig 2 to Chi- 
cago. National Secretary George E. Bowen 
gaid to-day: 

“The object of the meeting is to look 
over the ground on the eve of the assem- 
bling of the Democratic Convention and 
see what can be accomplished in the way of 
a union of the bimetallic forces, in order 
that the country may, if possible, be con- 
centrated on one candidate.” 

H. F. Bartine, editor of The. National 
Bimetallist, added that from hundreds of 
letters that were being received daily from 
all parts of the country, it was apparent 
that the Populist Party was anxious that 
the Democrats should take neutral ground 
in the matter of candidates and nominate a 
ticket upon a strict silver platform, which 
would be acceptable to the forces of the 
People’s Party. “It is apparent from this 
correspondence,” he said, “‘ that if Senator 
Teller should be nominated here he _ will 
receive the indorsement and support of the 
Populists. As to any other candidates, I 
cannot say so much.” 

Between these two meetings there will be 
yet another. A week from to-morrow the 
Executive Committee of the silver party 
will open headquarters at one of the leading 
hotels. This is a strictly political organiza- 
tion, brought into existence in Washington 
over a yeur ago, and has for its object the 
employment of existing political machinery 
to aCvance the silver cause. It is allied 
with the Bimetallic Union in that the latter 
first creates a sentiment by means of its 
literature. while the new silver party fol- 
lows up that propaganda by creating coun- 
ty and State organizations, and thus put- 
ting the machinery into action. As in the 
other cases, the purpose of the meetin 
which has been called by the Nationa 
Chairman, Dr. Mott of South Carolina, is 
to assist in rallying and concentrating the 
silver delegates to the end that a straddlin 
platform may be avoided and a clean-cu 
declaration made in favor of the white 
metal. All three committees will act inde- 
pendently, but harmoniously. 





GORMAN IS SULKING, 





Will Not Go to Chicago, and Thinks 
Boies Will Be Nominated. 


BALTIMORE, June 26.—Senator Gorman 
will not attend the Chicago Convention. He 
will be seeking rest and recreation while 
men like Whitney and Russell are laboring 
to keep the Democracy from party suicide. 
He has refused an appointment as delegate 
at large from Maryland in place of Charles 
Cc. Homer, who declined, and ex-State Treas- 
urer Spencer has been named to fill the va- 
cancy. 

Senator Gorman’s refusal to take part in 
the fight at Chicago is generally attributed 
to pique. But a few years ago Gorman was 
looked upon as a leader, not only in his 
own State, but in the many parts of the 
Nation. He was a perennial candidate for 
President. That he hoped to occupy the 
chair of the Chief Executive no one doubts, 
Repeated failures to fulfill his ambition 
soured his disposition, and his refusal to 
go tc Chicago was but an evidence of his 
chagrin. 

The Nation as a whole, and Maryland in 
particular, has been learning a great deal 
about Gorman in late years. As a conse- 
quence he has fallen in the public estima- 
tion. Where some years ago he was looked 
upon by his admirers as a broad-minded, 
Patriotic statesman, he is now regarded as 
a narrow, selfish, scheming politician. His 
desperate struggles in the Senate to secure 
contracts for the construction of naval ves- 
sels for favored iron works, his antagonism 
to the Administration when he could not 
fill Maryland offices with his henchmen, and 
his successful fight to emasculate the Wii- 
son Tariff bill gave a more comprehensive 
index to his character than the country had 
had before. . 

The Maryland peopie were the first to take 
Gorman at his true worth, and they prompt- 
ly repudiated him. Since the last election 
he has been a dead Caesar, with “ none 
so poor to do him reverence.”’ 

Gorman has felt his downfall keenly. 
When the State Convention failed to insist 
that he be put at the head of the delega- 
tion to Chicago he took it as a-slight—as it 
probably was intended. Now, when he ig 
offered a place as the result of illmess on 
the part of a delegate, he pouts and pettish- 
ly declines. 

Gorman attributes his downfall to Pres- 
ident Cleveland. And perhaps he is right. 
Mr. Cleveland is just such a man us Gor- 
man is not. President Cleveland refused 
to make Maryland appointments a reward 
for political services to Gorman. Gorman 
had nothing to offer to hig constituents 
but the hope of office. Every order by the 
President extending the civil service regu- 
Jations contracted the circle of Gorman’s 
influence. And when Gorman was no longer 
able to secure Government contracts for 
favored firms; when he was no longer able 
to fix tariffs to suit favored interests; when 
he could no longer say to the ward heeler, 
“These offices are mine to give,” the De- 
mocracy of Maryland repudiated him and ac- 
ot Republican rule rather than longer 
@abmit te his domination.

nominate, he replied: 
“Jt looks like Boies.”* 

The delegation from Maryland, Senator 
Gorman says, is a thoroughly representa- 
tive body, fully competent toe voice the 
sentiments of the party in the State. He 
is confident that it will stand sp manfully 
for the principles which it desires to see 
embodied in the —— and do every- 
thing that is possible to convince the silver 
men that the conviction of the party in 
Maryland that the advocacy of the free 
coinage of silver is unwise is sincere and 
deep seated 

There was a time some months ago when, 
the Senator thinks, the free-silver craze 
mignt have been checked and the National 
Convention guided toward the nomination 
of a conservative candidate on a conserva- 
tive platform. 

“Senator Gorman’s conversation might 
justify the inference,” says the statement, 
“that he holds Mr. Cleveland chiefly re- 
sponsible for the present condition of the 
party.. It is doubtful if the Senator will 
accept reappointment on the National Ccm- 
mittee. Certainly he will not be on the 
Executive Committee of that body. He 
wants a rest, and has been looking forward 
to an opportunity to take one, and he 
thinks that the opportunity will present 
itself this Summer. Next week he may g0 
to Saratoga and later on to the Yellow- 
stone and the Pacific slope, but he has no 
iron-clad schedule in his plans for enjoy- 
ment. He prefers to move as the spirit 
moves him. 

“Mr. Gorman does not think that Teller 
stands much chance with the Democracy. 





BLAND EARLY IN THE FIELD. 





His Friends Have a Plan by Which 
He May Be Nominated. 


Sr. Louis, June 26.—Bland headquarters 
will be opened at Chicago next Monday. 
Col. Nicholas M. Bell, Col. Joseph K. 
Rickey, and George W. Allen will ke in 
charge. They are all members of the Bland 
Executive Committee, of which Gov. Stone 
is Chairnian. 

Gov. Stone’s newspaper organ announces 
that on the “heels of the meeting of the 
National Executive Committee of the Dem- 
ocratic Bimetallic League, at Chicago, next 
Thursday, a conference of the representa- 
tives of all of the silver forces of the Nation 


will be held in Chicago. At this confer- 
ence Bland’s nomination will be urged by 
his friends, on the plea that when the 
silver men enter the convention their 
strength should not be divided between 
candidates. This could be done, it is con- 
tended, with perfect safety to the interests 
of favorite sons, none of whom, with pos- 
sibly two exceptions—Boies and +’ atthews— 
hope for more than a complimentary vote 
from their respective States on the first 
ballot; then, after the initial ballot, ac- 
cording to the present understanding of 
those favorable to the conference plan, the 
votes of the free-silver States’ favorites will 
be cast for the caucus nominee.” 

This plan is said to be entirely satis- 
factory to Mr. Bland’s friends, who are 
perfectly willing to abide the issue, and if 
the supporters of Gov. Matthews and of 
Gov. Boies can be brought to view the mat- 
ter in the same light and with the same 
equanimity, the proposed conference will 
be held Saturday, July 4, and if the result 
for which it is called is not then gg it 
will continue in session from day to day 
until the object is attained. 





BREIDENTHAL’S LITTLE SCHEME. 


The Kansan Evolves a Plan for Beat- 
ing McKinley. 


Topeka, Kan., June 26.—Western Popu- 
lists have a novel scheme to capture the 
Presidency without fusion on Presidential 
candidates. Chairman Breidenthal of Kan- 
sas originated the plan and made it public 
to-day. 

Should the anti-gold standard forces elect 
enough Blectors to control the Electoral 
College, they are to get together in con- 
vention and, by the two-thirds rule, pro- 
ceed to ballot on the names of the respect- 
ive Presidential candidates. If no candi- 
date shall receive the necessary two-thirds 
the college will go outside and vote for 
some other man. 

Breidenthal recommends that in States 
like Nebraska and Kansas, where the Pop- 
ulists have more votes than the:  Demo- 
crats, the latter party shall indorse the 
Populist Elector. In States like [llinoi 
and Missouri, where the Democrats le 
the Populists in strength, the Populists 
shall support the Democratic Electors, and 
in these and Southern States where the Re- 
publicans are in a hopeless minority, the 
Democrats and Populists may support sep- 
arate Blectoral tickets and fight for su- 
premacy. 

In the silver States, Breidenthal says, the 
Democrats and Populists will indorse the 
Teller free-silver Electors. By this system 
of combination the promoters of this 
scheme say they can defeat the Republic- 
ans. 





MONTANA EXALTS HARTMAN. 





Silver Men of All Parties Welcome 
the Bolter to Butte. 
Burry, Mon., June 26.—Congressman 


Charles S. Hartman, the Montana delegate 
who followed Henry M. Teller out of the 
St. Louis Convention, visited Butte yester- 
day, and received the greatest reception 
ever accorded a public man in the State. 
Several hundred silver men, including some 
of the most prominent citizens in Butte, 
pulled the Congressman’s carriage from the 
station to the hotel, a distance of over a 


mile. Bands paraded the streets and build 
ings were decorated in honor of the visitor. 

Congressman Hartman addressed between 
4,000 and 5,000 people. He declared that 
the silver Republicans had deserted the Na- 
tional organization for good, or until the 
party returned to the people. He predicted 
a sweeping victor for the Democratic 
Party in case it should nominate a free- 
silver man on a straight sixteen-to-one 
platform. 

Congressman Hartman favored Henry M. 
Teller as the strongest man the Democrats 
could nominate and said the tariff could not 
be made an issue in this campaign. The 
demonstration was strictly non-partisan.

CORONERS RACE FOR A_ BODY.

MR. BELMONT TO VISIT ENGLAND. 





His Stable of Famous Thoroughbreds 
to Race There Next Season. 


August Belmont, whose intention to race 
in England next season has been known 
for some months, will sail for the other side 
on Wednesday next. While the present trip 
is one almost exclusively for recreation, Mr. 
Belmont will make all arrangements for 
the reception of his stable in the Autumn 
and for the securing of private training 
grounds. In evéry respect this ‘“‘ invasion ”’ 


will be’ the most elaborate in racing. his- 
tory. It will be the advent on the English 
turf of the first complete American stable 
come to do battle with the English thor- 
oughbred. It will be American in every 
particular—the horses typical of our thor- 
guehbred, the jockey an American lad, the 
trainer concededly at the top of his calling 
in this country. 

No attempt will be made to adopt Bng- 
lish methods, Rather the coritrary; not, 
possibly, because it is believed that the 
American system is in evéry particular 
better than the English, but because Mr. 
Belmont believes that the stable can do 
better in. its own way than if it shifted, and 
in a few months set itself up as competent 
to cope after that short novitiate with men 
who have been pursuing that system for 
generations. 

J. J. Hyland, the trainer; Henry Griffin, 
the jockey, and the lad, Hewitt were en- 
gaged for the venture yesterday. They 
will find everything in readiness for them 
when they reach the other side in the early 
Fall. On the private training grounds 
which Mr. Belmont will secure, he will 
have constructed this Fall a track exactly 
like We have in this country. On this the 
horses will be trained ard tried. In a 
word, the stable will be an American stable, 
conducted just as it is in this country, and, 
in consequence, there will be an opportunity 
to establish in friendly rivalry the relative 
values of our horses, our systems, our 
trainers‘ and our jockeys. The venture is 
entirely in the interest of sport. The horses 
and entire establishment will be back in 
time to race in this country in 1898. 

Mr. Belmont’s present trip will not ex- 
tend beyond the middle of August. He 
said yesterday: ‘‘I will sail on ednesday 
next, and expect to be met on my arrival 
by Mr. Pincus, who is familiar with all 
English _— suitable for ge rg By 
the Autu?nn I expect everything will be in 
readiness for the horses. I have not yet 
decided when I will ship them. The se- 
lection of that date will be guided by what 
{I consider their best interests.” The stable, 
as is well known, includes Henry of Na- 
varre, Hastings, Don de Oro, Octagon, Mar- 
grave, and others familiar to every sports- 
man. Keenan and Dorian will also be 
given the sea voyage. They will be useful 
as trial horses. Don de Oro and Octagon 
are elegible in the English Derby of 1897. 
Mr. Belmont will also ship eighteen year- 
lings. 


TWO MURDERERS HANGED. 








One of Them in Less than Two 
Months After His Brutal Crime, 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—Irwin Ford was 
placed on the scaffold at 11:30 A. M., and 
in five minutes the drop had fallen and 
the murderer was dead, Few spectators 
were admitted, and there were no incidents 
of a sensational character. 

The execution of Ford, the negro murder- 
er of Elsie Kreglo, a sixteen-year-old white 
girl, marked the culmination of the quickest 
case on record here, where the death pen- 
alty was legally inflicted for a cone 
crime.

. Ford was arrested May 7, was indicte 

ay 11, tried and convicted May 18, and 
sentenced May 27. 

The crime for which he suffered the ex- 
treme penalty to-day wags most brutal. It 
was committed in the suburbs of Washing- 
ton, near the National Zoological Park. 
The victim had gone to attend to some 
cows on her father’s farm, and met Ford 
in a guily about 100 yards from her home. 
According to the confession which he 
made Ford 


attempted to outrage the girl 
became incensed at her resistance, and 
stabbed her repeatedly in the neck with a 
small pocket knife. The girl managed to 
scream, but when help arrived her dead 
body was found in a small stream adjacent 

O the scene of the struggle, into which she 
ad stumbled in her agony.

LOTTERY-CRAZED GHETTO 











JODEK SIMON, A TYPE, WON $15,006 
AND IS NOW PENNILESS. 





Sold His Ticket for $7,000, He Says 
and, Going Abroad, Was Robbed 
by Russian Officials—His the Only 
Prize of Value Ever Drawn in a 
District Where the Emissaries of 
Chance Find Victims Most Abun- 
dant, 


One of the most flourishing trades on the 
east side of the city. in the, congested dis- 
trict east of the Bowery, which, from the 


preponderance of the Hebrew population 


has come to be known as the Ghetto, is the 
sale of lottery tickets. The police admit 


that it exists and thrives, and that they 
have been unable’ to stop it, 

The tickets most dealt in are those of 
the Louisiaha Lottery, which now has its 
headquarters in Honduras, where it is legal- 
ized, and of the numerous German and 
Austrian lotteries which are authorized by 
the Governments, and are dealt in openly all 
over the Continent of Europe. 

The Russian and Polish Jews who dwell 
in such large numbers in the district ex- 
tending from Division to Houston Street, 
east of the Bowery, are the most eager pur- 
chasers of the lottery tickets, and there it is 
the agents for the sale of the tickets 
swarm. They have.no offices, but they 
haunt the tenement houses and the sweat- 
shops and urge the credulous to invest by 
telling of large fortunes to be realized by 
the investment of a small sum of money. 

They go from saloon to saloon, and as an 
extra inducement they sell the tickets on the 
installment plan, taking their pay for the 


tickets in weekly amounts. In addition to 
the commission which they receive from 
the distributing agents, whose sub-agents 
they are, they also exact a commission 
from those who may be fortunate enough 
to draw prizes. 

A story was told on the east side yester- 
day about Jodek Simon, a poor Polish 
tailor, who has a wife and five children 
still living in Poland. He earned an aver. 

of $5 a week by hard work. He is 
ignorant and superstitious, as most of his 
compatriots are, and was induced to pur- 
chase a lottery ticket, in the hope that he 
would win enough money to help bring his 
wife and family to this country. The 
ticket which he bought, so it is related 
drew a prize of $15,000, the only prize of 
any considerable value that was ever drawn 
by any. of the investors on the east side. 
He had borrowed the money to buy the 
ticket from a fellow-workman, and he was 
overjoyed at his good fortune. By a series 
of misrepresentations, it is asserted, he was 
induced to dispose of his ticket for $7,000 
and to sign a receipt for $15,000. Then the 
checks were cashed at a discount of $200, 
Simon gave $800 to his brother-in-law, and 
went to Poland with the rest of the money. 
He returned penniless three weeks ago, and 
said he had been robbed of the money by 
the Russian Custom House officials. 

Ss. W. Heller, an insurance agent ah at 
428 East Fifty-eighth Street, was said te 
have been the man who purchased the win- 
ae lottery ticket from Simon, but last 
night he denied in the most emphatic terms 
that he was concerned in any way in 
the transaction, He also denied, as had 
been charged, that he was one of the dis- 
tributing agents for the lottery tickets. 

S. Jarmulowsky, who keeps a private bank 
at 54 Canal Street, and lives at 102 Bast 
Sixtieth Street, was also said to be a dis. 
tributing agent for the tickets. Mr. Jarmu- 
lowsky is in the real estate business in ad- 
dition to being interested in the Canal 
Street Bank. He has been Burope for 
three months, and his son, Who attends to 
the business during his absence, said that 
it was untrue that his father had. anything 
to do with the sale of lottery tickets in this 
country. He explained the fact'that the 
tickets of the on Lottery sold in thi 
city bear the stamp of S. Jarmulowsky 
Co. in Lubeck, by saying that the Lubeck 
firm of which his father is the head is the 
authorized agent for the sale and distribu- 
tion of the lottery tickets in Europe. The 
Saxon lottery is a Governmental enterprise, 
and the tickets are sold in Europe as freely 
and openly as are postage stamps. But his 
father, he said, had nothing whatever te 
do with the distribution, sale, or cashing 
of lottery tickets in this country. t 

Acting Captain Hogan of the Eldridge 
Street Police Station said he was aware 
of the sale of lottery tickets in his dis- 
trict, and had found great difficulty in put. 
ting a stop to it. The tickets are sold 
in tenement houses and in saloons with 
so much caution that his detectives have 
been unable to purchase any. Detectives 
Cohen and Webb of his command, he said, 
arrested last Tuesday Baer Auerbach of 
210 Cherry Street in the back room af 
Tolk’s saloon, Canal _ Street, 
suspected he was vending Iot- 
tery tickets. hey found in his passes< 
sion eighty-three Louisiana Lotte tick- 
ets and sixty German lottery tickets. Tha 
risoner was, however, discharged by 
Magistrate Simms, who held that the pos- 
session of the tickets was no offense.

The same 
question was put successively to Pennsyl- 
vania, Cornell, and Columbia. There was 
no indication but that all were ready. Then 
he shouted “Are you all ready?” There 
Was no response, but thirty-two brawny 
fellows took a strong grip on the handles of 
their long sweeps, the four little coxswains 
cautioned their men, and then, at 5:42, he 
fired his pistol. 

The instant the sharp crack was heard the 
thirty-two oar blader caught the water, and 
there was begun one of the very best boat 
races ever rowed, a race that was a treat 
to every one who saw it, a beautiful strug- 
gle from start to finish, and a credit to 
every one of the competing crews except 
Columbia. 

It was a perfect start, all the crews ap- 
pearing to catch the water at the same in- 
stant, and get under way at the same 
time. It was a source of gratification to 

| every Harvard man when the members of 
'the crew from Cambridge, hitting up a 
stroke pretty close to forty to the minute, 
shot the prow of their shell to the front 
of all the others, and at once took the lead 
in the struggle, pulling a clean, pretty 
stroke, which sent the shell through tae 


water without the least bit of a hang or 
sag. 

The Harvard contingent on the train be- 
came frantic. The air was full of crimson 
flags and banners and Harvard yells. Men 
and women danced up and down in their joy 
at seeing the crimson blades of their 
bronzed eight doing royal service in sending 
their shell flying through the water in such 
a clean-cut fashion. When the first quar- 
ter of a mile had been covered Harvard 
was in the lead by about half the length 
of their shell, with Pennsylvania appear- 
ing to have a trifling advantage over Cor- 
nell, and Columbia lapped on the latter. 

All the boys had settled to an average 
stroke of about 34, with Harvard pulling 
about one or two more strokes to the 
minute. The latter were playing to get a 
winning lead in the first mile. By the time 
that the crews were opposite the Columbia 
boathouse Cornell had got in second place 
and the Ithaca contingent on the train be- 
gan to make themselves heard in a fashion 
that must have been encouraging to the 
eight that was struggling for the honor of 
their college. 

The sun was beating down in scorching 
fashion on the lads who were pulling for 
glory. There was but a trifling breeze 
from the south to temper these burning 
The tide was running out to help 
them along. There was scarcely a ripple 
on the water, and the conditions were 
perfect for such a record-breaking race as 
this finally proved to be. 

Columbia’s boys rowed a pretty stroke to 
look at, but one that did not seem to have 
much power in it, and they fell out of the 
race before the first mile was finished, so 
far as having a chance to get any of the 
honors. So they may be dismissed in the 
story of the race right here. 

With frantic cheers and shouts of en- 
couragement the other three crews swept 
on in a magnificent struggle for supremacy 
past the white daubs on the great rocks on 
the west bank that marked in succession 
the mile, mile and a half, two miles, and 
two miles and a half of the course. Har- 
vard and Cornell were practically on even 
terms when the latter point was reached. 

Up to then Harvard had been having just 
about the advantage of so much of the for- 
ward part of their shell as reached to the 
men who rowed at No. 2 and No. 3. Penn- 
sylvania’s shell was less than a length 
away, and the freshmen who were its rep- 
resentatives were sticking steadily and 

luckily to their work, making every stroke 
ell. But they were so placed that they got 

the wash from both Harvard and Cornell, 
being in the lane between them and thus 
forced to row under the most adverse cir- 
cumstances possible. 
', The big bridge was now in sight, and 
here was where the great struggle that 
settled the race was made. Just before it 
Was reached, the coxswain of the Cornell 
crew called on this men for a spurt, just 
to test the Harvard boys, and see if they 
had sand or were devoid of it, as it has 
been said they were in all struggles where 
their competitors began to press them too 
rigorously. 

The Cornell men in response seemed fair- 
ly to lift their shell out of the water and 
gend it shooting through the air as if it 
were a thing of life. Cornell’s partisans on 
the observation train became frantic. The 
e@hell of the Ithacans plainly gained inches 
on Harvard with every stroke before it 
struck the water on an even keel and slid 
along as if the Hudson was a greased way. 

Then there was a ee and sudden 
vanishin, of the struggle between the 
crews. rough stupidity on the part of 
gpome one of the West Shore Railrcad offi- 
cials the parlor car train had been left 
standing where it completely shut off the 
view of the river to people on the observa- 
tion train. 

Cornell and Harvard men cheered more 
vigorously than ever and rooted in the dark 
for their respective crews. When those 
crews came in sight again it was a glori- 
ous sight for Cornell’s advocates, a depress- 
js one for the Harvard partisans. Cornel! 

ad gained a half boat’s length advantage, 
and was clearly in the lead., Pennsylvania 
had slowed up and was two lengths be- 
hind Harvard. 

There came a call on the Harvard eight 
to show their grit. They tried hard to hit 
‘ dt up, but their stroke seemed suddenly to 
lose its power. Perhaps it was that the 
new stroke that ag rage A had brought back 
from England for his Cornell pets was so 
overwhelmingly effective as to make Har- 
vard’s look weak in comparison. Whatever 
the reason, Cornell shot away from Har- 
vard as if the latter had struck a snag and 
was coming to a stop. Yet she was gaining 
on Pennsylvania. 

The gain made by Cornell was too much 
for the Harvard boys. Their sand seemed 
to be oozing away. from them. Cornell's 
men on the train were frantic, Harvard’s 
were glum. The sand had left the rooters 
on the train at the same time that it had 
left the crew. To the chorus of chimes on 
the train, the booming of guns on the 
yachts, the shrieking of whistles on the 
steamboats and yachts and tugs, the Cor- 
nell boys swept on down their line to vic- 
tory, never once showing any weakening 
or evidences that it was tiring its men out. 

Just before the end the Pennsylvania 
lads seemed to take on a new lease of life, 
and made a spurt, and with every stroke 
they gained an inch en Harvard. 
Cornell’s victory, the second of the week, 
was a £ us one and will do much to 
wipe out the disgrace of the defeats over 


im England last year.

in good condition. There were no col- 
lapses in any of the shells, though Bullard, 
the Captain of the Harvards, and Boyle, 
Captain of Pennsylvania, both gave way 
for an instant to their disappointment at 
the result. But, as they had both rowed 
good races, there was no disgrace for them. 

Columbia brought up the rear, disgrace- 
fully beaten. A disregard of training regu- 
lations before the race and the illness of 
Campbell during the race are given as their 
reasons for their defeat. For the former, 
there was no excuse whatever. There was 
the usual sensation at the finish, with 
cheers for the winners and losers alike. 
The crews were taken into their launches 
and then, with the shells in tow, to their 
quarters, and the intercollegiate regatta 
of 1896 was ended. 

It was a glorious race, the management 
was rfect, and every one was satisfied 
that the best crew had won. 

It is customary to give the names and 
certain statistics regarding the crews tak- 
ing part in such races as this, and that 
custom is observed here. It should be 
stated in explanation that the statistics are 
in all probability absolutely incorrect. The 
list is official, but as all the coaches tell 
various stories about the weight of the 
men, the table is probably worthless, save 
as a matter of form that has to be fol- 
lowed yearly. Here it is, then, for what it 
is worth:

Ellis Ward Pleased with “ Pennsy’s” 
Work—Columbia Fairly Beaten. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y. June 26.—When the 
Cornell launch Cornell landed the victori- 
ous eight at their boathouse, the great 
crowd assembled on the wharf cheered and 
shouted and made a tremendous demonstra- 
tion. Thousands lined the shore, and the 
hills directly behind, and they, too, took up 
the cry. Each member of the crew as he 
stepped from the launch was picked up 
and carried on the shoulders of the college 
boys into the boathouse. When Coach 
Charles Courtney appeared, hobbling along

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WISCONSIN’S FAMOUS WAR EAGLE, 


He Was Present at Thirty-six Batties 
of the Rebellion, 


From The St. Paul (Minn.) Globe. 

Capt. William H. Harries, Collector of 
Internal Revenue, in a recent conversation 
touching certain incidents of the war, men- 
tioned Old Abe, the famous war eagle. 
The Captain was asked for a history of 
the bird, and here it is. 

The famous war eagle of Wisconsin was 
captured in the Spring of 1861 on the 
Flambeau River, near the line between Ash- 
land and Price Countiese Wis., by a Chip- 
pewa Indian named Chief Sky, who sold 
the young bird to Daniel McCann of Hagile 
Point for a bushel of corn. Mr. McCann 
took the bird to Eau Claire and sold him 
to a Mr. Mills for $5. The latter presented 
the eagle to the Eau Claire Eagles, which 
company subsequently became Company C, 
Eighth Regiment Wisconsin Infantry Vol- 
unteers. The company joined the regiment 
at Camp Randall, Madison, Wis., Sept. 9, 
and with it left the State for the South 
Oct. 12, 1861. 

From this time until June 21, 1864, when 
the re-enlisted members of the regiment 
returned to the State on veteran furlough, 
Old Abe accompanied the regiment in all 
its marches, campaigns, and engage- 
ments. Returning to the front from vet- 
eran furlough on July 24, the old warrior 
was finally mustered out of service Sept. 
16. 1864, at Memphis, Tenn., with the non- 
veterans of the _ regiment. Upon Old 
Abe’s arrival at Madison, Wis., he _was 
formally presented to the Governor by Cap<. 
Victor Wolf of Company C of the regi- 
ment. 

While on the march or in action, Old 
Abe was always carried on a perch with 
the colors. During his three years’ serv- 
ice, he had six different attendants, viz.: 
Jemes MeGinnis of Eau Claire, Thomas J. 
Hill of Eau Claire, David McLain of Me- 
nomonee, Edward Homiston of Eau Claire, 
John Burkhart of Eau Claire, and John F. 
Hill of Eau Ciaire. 

During the battle of Corinth, Miss., the 
eord with which he was fastened to his 
perch was either broken or shot off, and be 
soared over the battlefield. The rebels shot 
at him several times; once he was se_n to 
careen as if he had been hit, but he finally 
spied his regiment and flew down to his 
perch unharmed. 

Subsequently to the war Old 
in great demand. Ee was present at 
great fair held during the Winter of 1861-5 
by the Northwestern Sanitary Commission 
at Chicago, at°the Soldiers’ Home fair held 
in Milwaukee in July, 1865, the great con- 
vention at Pittsburg, Penn.. Sept. 25 end

dedication of the soldiers’ monument, at 
the Soldiers and Sailors’ Convention, Cu- 
cago, May 19, 1868; at the State Soldiers’ 
reunion held in Milwaukee, Sept. 27 and 2%, 
1870: at the reunion of the Grand Army of 
the Republic at Chicago, May 11 to 14, 1875; 
at the Centennial Exvosition, Philadelphia, 
Penn., 1876; at the old church fair. Boston, 
Mass.. in the Winter of 1878-0; at the sol- 
diers’ reunions at St. Paul. Minn.; Newark 

and Aurora, Ill, 1878-9; the grand 
banquet in Chicago in 1879, the great re- 
union at Columbus and Canton, Ohio, in 
1880, and the great reunion at Milwaukee, 
Wis., in 1885. This was the last public ap- 
pearance of Old Abe in Wisconsin. 

Toward evening of a cold day in the Win- 
ter of 1881 a fire started mysteriously in a 
quantity of painis and oils stored in the 
Pasement of the Capitol, near Old <Abe’s 
case. The biaze created an enormous vol- 
ume of black offensive smoke, which 
at once filled his cage to suffocation. He 
was never well after this. and died March

WORK BEFORE THE COMMISSION. 
The Greater New-York Commission: is 
now organized for work. There is no rea- 
son to doubt that every one of its mem- 
bers realizes that the task it has to per- 
form is one of great difficulty and of vast 
importance and that the time allowed for 
it is short. Some sacrifice of vacation 
and of Summer idling may be required of 
them in order to have ready for the Leg- 
islature next Winter an adequate frame- 
work for the government of the future 
metropolis. It is hardly to be expected, 
and perhaps it is not desirable even if it 
is possible, to work out a complete sys- 
tem of charter legislation at one stroke. 
The Consolidation act, which now consti- 
tutes the charter of this city,.is a volume 
of about 1,000 pages, a codification of the 
legislation of years which is freely amend- 
ed at every session of the Legislature. 
What is to be expected of the commis- 
sion is to lay a comprehensive and solid 
foundation of municipal government for 
the enlarged city, with the establishment 
of*departments of administration and a 
clear definition of their powers and func- 
tions. Such a general frame of govern- 
ment ought to be put beyond the reach 
of legislative tinkering, but this can only 
be done, short of embodying it in the 
Constitution of the State, by getting such 
support of public opinion for it that it 
cannot be safely subjected to tinkering. 

It is to be regretted that Controller 
FitcH could not serve upon the commis- 
sion, but it will doubtless have the full 
benefit of his knowledge and experience, 
and it has the right to call upon all de- 
partments and officers of this and the 
other cities and towns included in Greater 
New-York for all the information at their 
command. The appointment of ex-Mayor 
GILROoy in place of Mr. FircH seems to us 
unfortunate on account of the impression 
it is calculated to produce and the ideas 
of city government that he may be pre- 
sumed to hold as a conspicuous exemplar 
of “Tammany methods.” Mr. GiLroy is 
aman of unquestionable ability and much 
knowledge of the details of municipal ad- 
ministration, and it is possible for him to 
prove a useful member of the commis- 
sion, but if ex-Mayor Hewitt or ex-Con- 
troller Myr~rRs could have been induced to 
take the place it would have made a bet- 
ter impression. 

The commission at its first meeting on 
Thursday decided to havea drafting com- 
mittee of five members to report a com- 
plete charter for its consideration by the 
15th of October, and in the meantime 
each member of the commission is to 
have some special branch of the work of 
investigation and preparation assigned to 
him. It seems to us that Mr. De Witt 
was quite right in his suggestion that 
some general idea should be formed as to 
the kind of a system toward which the 
work is to be directed, though any defi- 
nite plan must be the result rather than 
the preliminary of study. The main ques- 
tions involved in the forming of this gen- 
eral idea are whether there is to be in all 


| departments a single centralized admin- 


istration over the entire territory or a 
federation of districts for certain pur- 
poses, and whether there shall be a Coun- 
cil with considerable legislative power in 
local matters. 

That there would be one administrative 
head in the Mayor, and that certain de- 
partments, such as those of Health, Po- 
lice, Fire, and Docks, should be single 
and coextensive with the enlarged city 
hardly admits of doubt, but in matters 
which concern the people of different sec- 
tions of the city differently it may be ad- 
visable to have some system of adminis- 
tration by districts. We mention this 
merely as a suggestion of the desirability 
of considering early in the work of the 
commission the general plan upon which 
or toward which its members are to di- 
rect their efforts. 

This is a task which will demand a 
great deal of earnest study and labor in 
the next six or eight months, guided sole- 
ly by the idea of providing methods of 
administering the vast interests of the 
future city with the best intelligence and 
the highest integrity, for the most effect- 


j ive and economical results, and without 


any regard to the supposed interests of 
political parties. Otherwise the work of 
the commission is likely to result in a 
huge fiasco. 








AS TO COMPROMISES, 


We observe in one or two quarters in 
the West signs of a desire to compromise 
the silver issue at Chicago. This is a 
symptom of returning reason, and there- 
fore it is encouraging, but the willingness 
of Eastern Democrats to compromise the 
free-coinage issue would depend upon the 
nature of the bargain. The difference be- 
tween honest money and dishonest money 
cannot be settled as men remove a dead- 
lock in a horse trade, by splitting the dif- 
ference. 

We are aware that in politics, as in 
diplomacy and in trade, compromises are 
usual and sometimes necessary. In con- 
troverted matters he is wise who makes 
it easy for his enemy to yield. A hard, 
arrogant, and absolutely inflexible spirit 
on the part of the Eastern Democrats 
would not accomplish the wished-for pur- 
pose. They must meet the silver dele- 
gates, as reasoning men, reasonably. No- 
body whose opinion of the matter is worth 
anything disputes that. But it must be 
perfectly weil understood that concession 
and compromise are impossible with re- 
spect to the kernel and substance of the 
issue. 

If a man who felt that he was a little 
under the weather should announce his 
intention of eating a pound of arsenic as 
a tonic, his family physician would re- 
monstrate with him and would point out 
the fatal consequences of the dose. If 
the patient should proclaim his willing- 
ness to compromise by eating only haif 
a pound, the physician would be very un- 
likely to accept the proposition as satis- 
factory from a medical and toxicological 
point of view.. The contest at Chicago 
cannot be compromised by nominating a 
gold-standard man on a silver platform, 
for none would accept; it cannot be com- 
promised by nominating on a gold plat- 
form a silver man or a wabbler. 

The only candidate who can win the 
fight for the Democratic Party this year 
is. a candidate holding financial views 
sounder than those of WiLLiamM McKIN- 
LEY and standing upon a platform as 
sound as that made at St. Louis. It is 
futile to talk of compromises that do not 
meet these requirements. 








IGNORANCE AND SILVER. 


We:printed the other day two tables in 
which the geographical relations of thrift 
and the silver craze were set forth. The 
first table showed the silver vote by 
States and Territories at the St. Louis 
Convention and the second exhibited in 
the same order the deposits in the sav- 
ings banks. Leaving out the States and 
Territories of which silver is a product 
and which have a special interest in en- 
hancing its price, even temporarily, this 
table showed that the silver craze was 
upon the whole conterminous with thrift- 
lessness and the adherence to the gold 
standard with thrift. We now undertake 
a similar comparison between the silver 
craze and illiteracy. For convenience of 
reference we again employ the same test 
of the extent of the silver craze that we 
employed before—the vote at St. Louis 
upon tabling the silver plank—in which 
the nays represented the silver vote. The 
later table of the standing of the Demo- 
cratic delegations, which we printed yes- 
terday, would come to much the same 
thing, with some remarkable but not at 
all inexplicable exceptions. Here is the

Perhaps the most remarkable of the 
contradictions in this list to what might 
be expected is the vote of Louisiana. 
That State, as we shall presently see, is 
precisely the most ignorant Common- 
wealth in the Union, having the frightful 
percentage of illiterates, among the pop- 
ulation over ten years of age, of 43.8. 
The solid vote of Louisiana for gold is a 
surprise, like the solid vote of Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia, and Arkansas. But 
these exceptions are easily accounted for. 
These States were represented by colored 
delegates, whose sentiments were ex- 
pressed in the memorable words of une 
of them: “I am for sound money if I am 
treated right.” They were “ treated 
right,” insomuch that their defection was 





| the theme of the almost equally memo- 
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rable complaint of one of the silver lead- 
ers: “ He stole my niggers.” In the later 
list of Democratic delegates published 
yesterday the indications are less mis- 
leading. The white Democratic delegates 
of all the least thrifty States are all un- 
mistakably for silver. 

Now let us consider the silver craze in 
its relation to illiteracy. The table which 
follows is compiled from the report of 
the Commissioner of Education for 1893, 
the latest accessible. It should be ex- 
plained that in the last column the fig- 
ures showing the percentage of illiteracy 
for the entire population are for males 
of ten years and over, while in the other 
three they are for both sexes and show 
the percentage by classes. But this dis- 
crepancy affects the general result so 
slightly that it may be neglected:

By what madness the Democrats of the 
great, thrifty, and intelligent States cof 
Ohio, Illinois, and Indiana have been in- 
fected with the craze is incomprehensi- 
ble to people beyond their borders. What 
is certain is that in these great States, 
as in Iowa and Kansas,: any free-silver 
candidate would be overwhelmingly de- 
feated. But in the States from which 
the Electoral votes for free silver are 
expected to come, the silver-producing 
States excepted, the showing with respect 
to intelligence tallies with the showing 
with respect to thrift. The statistics of 
education bear out the statistics of fru- 
gality. It is from the parts of our coun- 
try where unthrift and ignorance prevail 
that the party of free silver finds its 
strength. It is the men who know noth- 
ing and have nothing to lose who make 
that strength. The showing is calcuJated 
to induce reflection and to darken an out- 
look extending far beyond this Presiden- 
tial campaign. 








THE REVOLUTIONARY MUSTER 
ROLLS. 

The State Board of Regents, in its ca- 
pacity of custodian of the State Revolu- 
tionary records, has done injustice to the 
State of New-York in refusing the re- 
quest of the National Government, made 
through a properly authorized agent, for 
the loan of the Revolutionary muster 
rolls. 

Volumes Of historical material of very 
great value are now being compiled at 
Washington, under the supervision of 
Lieut. Col. AINSWORTH, from the Revolu- 
tionary ‘records. Much of the necessary 
data is obtainable only from the State 
muster rolls. Every one of the thirteen 
original States, with the exception of 
New-York, has intrusted its rolls to the 
eare of the War Department and each 
has had its records returned unharmed. 
But New-York refuses, through the Board 
of Regents, on the ground that to loan 
these records to the National Govern- 
ment would establish a dangerous prece- 
dent. Col. AINSWORTH, in submitting the 
question to Gov. MorRTON, guaranteed the 
safe transportation of the records to 
Washington and their return undamaged. 
The Board of Regents nevertheless unah- 
imously voted down a resolution provid- 
ing for the loan of the rolls. 

It would be a public misfortune if in 
the compilation of the National History 
of the Revolutionary War the records of 
New-York were to be omitted. 








THE WHITEWEED PARTY. 


There is nothing of exaggeration or ir- 
reverence in saying that the silver lead- 
ers were directly and specially inspired 
when they chose the so-called “ daisy” 
as the emblem of their party, the token 
of their belief, and the distinguishing 
mark or brand by which they and their 
followers may be known of men. No 
more appropriate device, none fuller of 
meaning easy to interpret, none typify- 
ing more exactly both the deluding and 
the deluded advocates of the silver idea, 
could possibly have been found. 

Had MAETERLINCK or IssEN himself, 
after months of search, lighted upon this 
exquisite symbol of this particular folly, 
it would have been acclaimed by the 
whole critical and literary world as a 
brilliant ‘triumph. Therefore the tearful 
THLLER and his friends should not—shall 
not—go without praise and recognition as 
“symbolistes” of the highest order. For it 
was not months, but days, perhaps hours, 
that it took them to discover and appro- 


priate that “ daisy” which is not a daisy 
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moméntarily from the city and eager to 
pretend a -sentimental interest in the 
question whether “ he loves them or loves 
them not”; that “ daisy’ which to farm- 
ers and other practical persons is one of 
the most noxious weeds that grows. 

Those who live or have lived in the 
country are well acquainted with the 
flower that is hereafter to represent de- 
preciation in finance and degeneration in 
men, just as it has long represented de- 
terioration in the fields where it grows 
and pecuniary loss to the owners of land 
it has invaded. Naturally such persons 
do not regard Chrysanthemum leucanthe- 
mum as a “ daisy,”’ nor do they ever call 
it a flower or praise its beauty or ask it 
Silly quest*ns about matters of which it 
is as profoundly ignorant as the silverites 
are of the multiplication table. Instead, 
they refer to it as “‘whiteweed”’ in mo- 
ments of comparative calm and when ad- 
dressing ears polite; at other moments 
and for other ears they use words not 
under any consideration to be repro- 
duced here. 

That “ whiteweed ” has a sort of beauty 
need not be denied. gThe beauty is of a 
smug, commonplace, geometrical sort, to 
be sure, and the contrast of colors shock- 
ingly abrupt, but still it is real beauty, 
and in the abstract mildly admirable. 
That proves nothing, however. The 
markings on a rattlesnake are beautiful 
—in the abstract. The fact is that men do 
not look at things in the abstract. When 
“ whiteweed ” overruns a meadow, fare- 
well to the hay crop, for grass will not 
associate with it any more than gold 
with silver, and the farmer with hungry 
mouths to feed, equine, bovine, ovine, 
and others, including his own facial 
aperture, can hardly be expected to see 
that the beauty of his meadow has been 
increased. 

And there are a good many owners of 
meadows in this country. The name 
“Populist ” had a comprehensible attrac- 
tion for them. It is impossible to believe 
that any considerable number of them 
will long remain in a party whose nature 
and results will be brought home to the 
mind of all its members by the miracu- 
lously suitable emblem now fastened 
upon it by its own prophets. Henceforth 
they will be called, not “ Populists” or 
“silver men,” but “ Whiteweeds.” And 
“ Whiteweeds ” is an appellation hard to 
bear. 








DEAR AT HOME, CHEAP ABROAD. 


The letter of Mr. Jonn W. GaTEs, Pres- 
ident of the Illinois Steel Company, to 
Mr. WILLIAM H. Haworru of this city, 
to which we referred on the 25th inst., 
we regard as a very interesting and even 
important contribution to the literature 
of the impending campaign. We quoted 
the greater part of this letter on the 25th 
inst., omitting, however, one paragraph 
which deserves to be considered by itself. 
In order that the meaning of it may be 
seen clearly, a few facts should be borne 
in mind. 

The leading concerns in the Steel Rail 
Combination—and the largest organiza- 
tions of their kind in America—are the 
Illinois Steel Company and the Carnegie 
Steel Company. It is by their influence 
that the Rail Combination has been sus- 
tained and enabled to exact from all buy- 
ers in this country the extortionate ring 
price of $28 per ton at Eastern mills and 
$29 at Chicago. Tue Times ascertained 
in March last that both of these compa- 
nies had been selling rails in Japan at 
prices lower by about 25 per cent. than the 
price which buyers here were compelled 
to pay. The Carnegie Company sold 10,000 
tons at $21.26, and the sales of the IIlli- 
nois Company were made, presumably, 
at about the same figures. President 
GATEs undertook in his letter—addressed 
to a Republican who appears to have 
asked for an explanation—to defend the 
practice of selling protected products to 
foreign buyers at prices much lower than 
those exacted at home, saying that ‘“‘some 
of the large manufacturers in this coun- 
try’ were “‘ obliged to sell goods for ex- 
port at remarkably low prices in order to 
keep their works in operation and their 
men employed.” We asked him to ex- 
plain why he did not offer the goods in 
question to buyers in this country at the 
some “low prices,’’ and reminded him 
that railroad companies here would have 
jumped at the Ghance to buy rails at 
$21.26 instead of $28 or $29. To this in- 
quiry, of course, no answer has been 
made. 

Mr. Gates is directly interested not 
only in the Stéel Rail Combination, but 
also in the Nail Pool, (which has in- 
creased the price of nails by 200 per 
cent. and which sells nails to foreigners 
at a discount of nearly 40 per cent.,) the 
Steel Billet Pool, (which has increased 
the price of steel by 22 per cent.,) and 
Mr. Hanna’s Iron Ore Pool, which has 
added about $2 per ton to the cost of pro- 
ducing Bessemer pig iron. The para- 
graph in his letter, which we have men- 
tioned, is as follows: 

“The history of the German manufact- 
urers of iron and steel is that they have 
always been dividend-making concerns, 
The reason for this is that they have al- 
ways dumped a considerable portion of 
their surplus on the markets of the world 
at the best possible price, thus enabling 
them to run their works full and manufact- 
ure their goods cheaper, employ their la- 
bor at low wages, and therefore lead, as 
they have been doing for some year's past, 
all the manufacturers of iron and steel in 
Europe. The writer has always been a 


Republican and a protectionist, and be- 
lieves these principles are correct.” 


We infer that President Garrzs defends 
and commends the practice of the Ger- 
man concerns, if indeed he does not as- 
sert that this practice is in accord with 
Republican and protectionist principles 
in the United States. It is notorious that 
manufacturers of iron and steel in Ger- 
many have combined to take full advan- 
tage of the German protective tariff and 
thus to exact from German buyers prices 
as high as the tariff duties will permit 
them to demand. We remember that the 
German Rail Combinatiom once insisted 
that the Government should pay a price

added, and that the Emperor expressed | 
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his disapproval by ordering the purchase 
of the English rails, 

President GaTms now says that these 
German concerns sell their products 
abroad at competitive prices and are thus 
enabled to ‘‘employ their labor at low 
wages” and make money, the profits 
coming from the sales at high prices to 
the people at home. 

Are the leading American manufactur- 
ers of iron and steel ready to defend this 
practice, as he defends it, when they ask 
for the retention of our present tariff du- 
ties on iron and steel or urge that these 
duties shall be increased? Mr. GATEs be- 
lieves that a Republican and a protec- 
tionist is justified in extorting $29 per 
ton, by means of a ring agreement, from 
American buyers of rails, and in selling 
similar rails to foreigners at $21.26. He 
believes that the principles of protection 
are not violated when a Nail Pool in- 
creases the price of wire nails (to Amer- 
icans) from 85 cents to $2.55 per keg and 
sells the same nails in Germany at $1.55. 
And he commends the similar German 
practice for the reason, in part, that it 
enables the manufacturers “to employ 
their labor at low wages.” 

Is this doctrine—extortion at home, ac- 
companied by benevolence abroad—to be 
accepted and made prominent in the Mc- 
Kinley-Hanna tariff campaign? It is 
held, as we see, by the head of one of 
the two leading iron and steel companies 
in this country; it is exemplified in the 
practice of the other great company, Mr. 
CARNEGIN’S, and we have reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Hanna is in full sympa- 
thy with them so far as this matter is 
concerned. If it be admitted that high 
duties are called for in order that they 
may be used to the injury of our own 
buyers of protected goods and for the 
benefit of buyers of the same goods in 
Europe or Japan, the American people 
should have an opportunity to hear the 
arguments of Mr. GatTgEs, Mr. CARNBGIS, 
and their associates, and to discuss the 
doctrine from the American consumer's 
point of view. Write another letter, Pres- 
ident GaTgEs, and a longer one. 








A boy poet of great promise has been dis- 
covered in England in the least likely of 
places, an overcrowded and wretched fac- 
tory town. He was one of 3,000 operatives 
in a rubber factory, his work was hard and 
perilous to his health, but he is not one of 
those unfortunates doomed to die with all 
their music in them. A newspaper discov- 
ered some of his poetry and printed it, 
thus making him, as The London Daily 
News aptly expresses it, an individual. 
Some philanthropist has taken him in hand, 
removed him from his miserable surround- 
ings, and will educate him. For three years 
he will not write verses, if he keeps his 
promise. His name is EDMUND CURTIS, and 
the geriuinely poetic quality of some of his 
crude verses, printed in the journal called 
London, is unmistakable. He seems to 
have tacitly undertaken a mission, namely, 
to plead the cause of the poor and unfort- 
unate, and both his gift of eloquence and 
his experience of suffering, thus far, have 
fitted him for that task. But three years 
of comfort and encouragement may change 
his point of view, and dim his memories 
of the toil, squalor, and privation in Sil- 
vertown.

—Father Mortara, a regular canon of St.

The Spindles Will Be Stopped for ut 
Least Thirty Days. 


Boston, June 26.—At a meeting of the 
Arhwright Club last night, the cotton fac- 
tors agreed to shut down their mills for 
at least thirty days. 

FALL River, Mass., June 26.—Copies of 
the agreement formulated at the meeting 
of the Arkwright Club, in Boston, were 
posted to-day in the rooms of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association as soon as busi- 
ness opened on the Street this morning, 
and mill men were notified that their sig- 
natures were awaited. They responded 
promptly, and at the hour of closing this 
afternoon 1,500,000 spindles, over one-half 
in the city, were pledged to be stopped | 
half time during July and August. ; 

The agreement does not bind manufactur- 
ers to any specific time for closing, but 
requires that the machinery be stopped 
for four weeks. It is confidently asserted 
that not a single mill manuracturing print 
cleth or plain goods will refuse to sign, 
M. C. D. Borden is the only doubtful one, 
but it is almost certain that he will agree 
to shut down if the others do. The first 


of the mills in the agreement will close a 
week from to-morrow. ‘* 


LAWRENCE, Mass., June 26.—The agent of 
the cotton department of the Pacifie Mills 
has made the following announcement: 


The cotton department of the Pacific Mills will 
be closed Friday evening, July 2, for three weeks 
and will resume work again July 20. This decis- 
ion is made independent of other mills, because 
we believe it to be the only way open to manu- 
facturers seeking relief for the very unsatisfac- 
tory condition of trade at present in cotton 
goods,

Berwin, June 26.—The Supreme Court of 
‘the empire, sitting at Leipsic, has rejected 
the appeal of Baron von Hammerstein, for- 
merly leader of the Conservatives in the 
Reichstag and editor in chief of the Kreuz- 
Zeitung, from the sentence imposed upon 


him by the Berlin court upon his conviction 
of forgery on April 22 last. The sentence 
of the court was that he be imprisoned for 
three years at hard labor, that he forfeit 
his civil rights for five years, and that he 
pay a fine of 1,200 marks. 

This sentence was regarded by beth his 
friends and enemies alike as being one of 
extreme severity, it having been expected 
that, inasmuch as Hammerstein humbly 
confessed his errors and avoided making 
disclosures which would have involved 
many of his former asSociates, who are 
still in high places, he would escape the 
ignominy of convict labor and receive a 
sentence of simple imprisonment, and the 
case was promptly appealed, with the re- 
sult es announced to-day. As hothing fur- 
ther can be dohe in Hanmerstein’s behalf, 
thet once influential editor and powerful 
political leader will have to don convict’s 
garb and begin his term of penal servitude 
at once, 

Raron von Hammerstein became involved 
in bitter political quarrels, in the course of 
which the fact was made public that he 
was guilty of acts of forgery and embezzle- 
ment for which he should be prosecuted. 
He tried for a while to brave the matter 
out, but, seeing that his arrest was inevi- 
table, he fied from Berlin last July with 
his family, all of them being in destitute 
circumstances. In the meantime, evidences 
of his guilt as the result of fresh discov- 
eries were accumulating. It also trans- 
pired .hat he had been maintaining a 
young woman (named Flora Glass) in lux- 
urious style, which accounted for the fact 
that he and his family were left in the 


plight they were. 

From Fraulein Glass the Socialists man- 
aged to obiain, by purchase and otherwise, 
a number of Hammerstein's letters, tmpli- 
eating a number of Conservative leaders 
and oth2rs in his crime and misdemeanors, 
and threatened to make them public. They 
tried to have them read in the course of a 
debate in the Reichstag, but the President 
would not permit their contents to be dis- 
closed. They also accused the Government 
of having connived at Hammerstein’s 
escape, and declared that the authorities 
had frowned upon any genuine attempt to 
capture him in order to prevent disclosures 
affecting the Conservative supporters of 
the Government. 

These insinuations and open assertions, 
however, were completely flattened out by 
the discovery of Hammerstein in December 
last by a Berlin Commissary cf Police in 
Athens, where he had represented himself 
to the Greeks as a well-to-do commission 
merchant of the name of William Herburt. 
The German political police had tracked 
him through Switzerland and Italy, and 
finally overhauled and stopped him as he 
was landing from a steamer at Piraeus, the 
port of Athens, and five miles from_that 
city. Having run him down, the Police 
Commissaries watched him closely during 
the entire time oecupied in making applica- 
tions in secret to the Greek Government for 
his surrender. 

The Greek Government does not extradite 
culprits except for capita! offenses, but un- 
der pressure from Berlin the Athens au- 
thorities took advantage of Hammerstein's 
having registered himself as “ William 
Herburt ” to expel him from the kingdom 
as an Anarchist suspect. Hammerstein 
therefore was compelled to leave and em- 
bark on a steamer for Brindisi. The Ger- 
man police also took passage on the steam- 
er, and the moment the veSsel sailed Com- 
missary Wolf of the German political po- 
lice placed him wnder arrest, and he was 
subsequently brought back to Berlin for 
trial. 

It was learned that the young woman, 
Flora Glass, had informed the police of 
Hammerstein’s whereabouts from time to 
time, betraying this and other secrets out 
of revenge because he did not take her with 
him in his flight, instead of taking his fam-

THE YELLOW FEVER IN CUBA, 


Alarming Reports Made to the Marine 
Hospital Service, 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The most alarm- 
ing report from Cuba with respect to yel- 
low fever comes from Sagua ia Grand, 
where, the Marine Hospital Service is ad- 
vised by its last report, there are forty-one 
eases and four deaths. It is expected that 
within a very short time the fever will be- 
come epidemic, and if it does not become 
virulent in the City of Havana, all previous 
experiences will be set aside. The depart- 
ment has, however, received no advices to 
the effect that cholera has appeared any- 
where on the island. 

The present war and its relation to the 
sanitary condition of Cuba are referred to 
in the last annual report of Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman, and the statement then made 
will represent the conditions of this Sum- 
mer, only in a more aggravated form. On 
this subject, Gen. Wyman then said that 
the insurrection had interfered to a great 
extent in the transmission of exact informa- 
tion from the disturbed provinces, and the 
normal condition of the health in the island 
had been largely modified by the presence 
of a great body of Spanish soldiers. These 
persons have taken the disease and added to 
the natural number of cases annually preva- 
lent in that island. The difficulties experi- 
enced last Summer will be met with again 
this year. Accurate knowledge as to the 
number of troops stricken with the disease 
The 
reports from Havana last year showed a 
total of 1,593 cases and a mortality of 30 
per cent. 

This Summer special precautions will be 
taken to prevent the introduction from 
Cuba into the United States of yellow 


fever. Each of the four revenue cutters 
patrolling the Florida coast carries Sanitary 
Inspectors, to intercept fishing smacks and 
other vessels coming directly from Cuba, 
with: no intent to enter legally any port of 
entry; and also for the purpose of inter- 
cepting any returning fillibustering expe- 
dition or refugees seeking to land surrepti- 
tiously. Sanitary Inspectors either have 
been or will be stationed permanently in 
Havana and Santiago, and such Inspectors 
will be sent to every seaport of Cuba, to 
report to the Marine Hospital Service on 
the prevalence of yellow fever. 


CASE AGAINST NUNEZ DISMISSED. 


Government Unable to Produce Wit- 
nesses in the Florida Proceeding, 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 26.—The case of 
the United States against Col. Emilio Nu- 
nez, the Cuban patriot charged with aiding 
in fitting out the expedition ‘which is al- 
leged to have left this port on April 27 for 
Cuba, came to an abrupt end to-day, the 
United States attorney asking for the dis- 
missal of the accused. 

Col. Nunez and his counsel, Horatio 
Rubens of New-York, insisted on a hearing 
or a dismissal of the case. The Govern- 
ment witnesses were not present, having 
been detained in Philadelphia to testify in 
the case against Col. Hart and Capt. Reilly 
in connection with this same afiuir. 

United States Attorney F. C. Clark asked 
for continuance until after the hearing of 
the case against Nunez and Hart in New- 
York on Monday, but as Nunez had been 
under arrest here since last Saturday and 
the case had been continued from day to 
day at the request of the Government, Com- 
missioner Eagan refused to grant any fur- 
ther continuance. 

The Government could not proceed with- 
out the presence of the witnesses and 
asked that the case be dismissed, but gave 
notice that another warrant would be is- 
sued for the arrest of Nunez after the 
case in New-York should be disposed of. 
Col, Nunez and his attorney will leave for 
New-York to-morrow morning. 


NAVAL OFFICER PANDO DEAD. 


Reported to Have Died from the 


Wounds He Received. 


Havana, June 26.—The naval officer 
Pando, who was shot in the attack by 
rebels upon a gunboat which was ascending 
the. Cauto River recently, is reported to 
have died from his wounds, 

Capt.-Gen. Weyler has issued an urgent 
order to the military commander at Santa 
Clara, instructing him to construct bar- 
racks in which to place the troops who 
may be taken sick during the,present rainy 
season. : 

A royal decree has been received here au- 
thorizing the Spanish Bank to issue $12,- 
000,000 in gold bills, the same to be handed 
to the local Treasury in payment of current 
obligations. The Government will transfer 
to e bank $3,000,000 in silver, and will 
allow the bank to retain part of the re- 
ceipts from the stamp tax as security for 
the remainder of the issue. Merchants are 
displeased with the project, and will soon 
hold a meeting and adopt resolutions in 
defense of their interests. The local press 
comments unfavorably on the project. The 
Government is authorized to enforce the 
circulation of the notes.

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DRUNKENNESS GENTRY’S DEFENSE. 


His Answer to the Charge of Killing 
Madge Yorke—Jury Out. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—There was no 
cessation of interest in the Gentry murder 
trial to-day, and when the Court of Oyer 
and Tertiiner opened this morning there 
was a large attendance. The attendance 
continued large throughout the day and 
evening until the case was given to the 
jury at 9:45 o'clock, P 

The first witness examined to-day was 
Frank G, Benjamin, manager of the Irv- 
ing House, in this city. Benjamin teés- 
tified that Gentry visited his hotel on 
the evening of the tragedy and _ in- 
quired for a fellow-actor. The witness 
was acquainted with the defendant, and he 
told of his nervous condition just before 
the tragedy. Benjamin declared that Gen- 
try had been drinking, and on cross-exam- 
ination he admitted that the prisoner was 
drunk. 2 

Policeman David B. Mason, who placed 
Gentry under arrest two days after the 
commission of the crime, was next called. 
When Lawyer Brooke asked the witness 
what Gentry said to him at the time, Dis- 
trict Attorney Graham entered an objection 
on the ground that such testimony would be 
inadmissible, An extended argument fol- 
lowed, in which the District Attorney dwelt 
upon the fact that counsel for the defendant 
had not yet shown what their line of defense 
was. This led Counselor Brooke to declare 
that “ intoxication solely’’ would be urged 
as palliation for the unfortunate affair. 
Whether the evidence showed because of 
this that the condition of the defendant 
was one bordering upon insanity, was a 
question for the jury to determine. The ob- 
jection of the Prosecuting Attorney was sus- 
tained, and the statement of the prisoner to 
the witness was excluded. 

Further argument followed as the wit- 
ness proceeded, and when Judge Yerkes 
said ‘“‘Mr. Brooke, as I understand it, the 
defense is not insanity?’’ the senior coun- 
sel replied that such was the case, and that 
‘drunkenness, or whatever you may call 
it,” had caused the prisoner to be irre- 
sponsible. 

The witness, who was in charge of Gentry 
at the German Hospital for several weeks 
after his arrest, and until the defendant haa 


sufficiently recovered to be taken to prison, 
started to narrate the wild actions of the 
prisoner during this period. The District 
Attorney again objected, but the Judge 
overruled this objection, and the witness 
was allowed to tell of the insane-like ac- 
tions of the defendant. He was restrained, 
however, from repeating anything that Gen- 
try said to him. 

Policeman William Fenton, who was also 
in charge of Gentry at the no proved 
to be an interesting witness. e declared 
that the formal statement which the pris- 
oner made to strate Milligan, which 
has been admitted as evidence against the 
defendant, ——_ admitting that he was 
insanely jealous at the time the crime was 
committed,) was obtained after repeated 
efforts. ‘‘ Gentry had to be aroused repeat- 
edly and told to ‘ gojon,’’’ the witness con- 
tinued, “and it took forty-five minutes to 
complete the statement.’”’ Magistrate Milli- 
gan testified for the Commonwealth that 
the statement was made voluntarily. 

The District Attorney sprung a mild sen- 
sation when he cross-examined the witness. 
Fenton denied that he had been in consul- 
tation with Lawyer Munce of counsel for 
the prisoner, or that he had made a state- 
ment relative to the case to Anes Dis- 
trict Attorney Boyle. The witness finally 
admitted, after a severe cross-questioning, 
that he had called upon Attorney Munce, 
but that the latter was too busy to talk 
with him about the case, and that he might 
have seen Mr. Boyle, but did not remember 
making a statement to that official. 

The defense then, at 11:45 o’clock, rested 


its case. . 
John B. Moffett, who reduced Gentry’s 
statement to writing, was called by the 
Commonwealth in rebuttal. He testified 
that the prisoner made the statement co- 
herently. . 

Detective John Murray, who was present 
at the time the statement was made, gave 
similar evidence, as did also Miss Eliza Ann 
Clark. Miss Clark is the principal witness 
for the prosecution, the murder waving been 
committed in her apartments, in eiss’s 
Hotel. 

Mrs. Carrie Robinson, (colored,) who saw 
Gentry as he was making his escape after 
the murder, testified that he was apparent- 
ly sober. 

Assistant District Attorney Boyle next 
took the stand, and was asked by the Pras- 
ecutor if Policeman Fenton had called upon 
him and made a statement. Lawyer Brooke 
objected, but the objection was overruled. 
Mr. Boyle replied rmatively. On cross- 
examination the witness admitted it was 
over a year since he had seen Fenton. 

Miss Sarah E. Somers, who also saw Gen- 
try as he was escaping, testified that he 
evidently was sober. 

Mrs. Jennie Dietrich, who conducts a 
lodging house adjoining Zeiss’s Hotel, told 
of Gentry’s unkempt appearance on the 
evening of the tragedy, he having visited 
her place, apparently in search of some 


one. 

Frederick Zeiss, the proprietor of Zeiss’s 
Hotel, stated that Gentry was not drunk 
when he entered the hotel, and Miss Clark 
declared that he did not “appear to be 
drunk ”’ when he came into her room. 

Mrs. Jessie I. Drysdale, mother of the 
victim, told of Gentry’s visit to her home 
in New-York on the fatal Sunday in search 
of her daughter. She said that there was 
nothing unusual in his appearance, and he 
was perfectly sober.

McKINLEY A QUEER MAN TO HEAD 
A SOUND-MONEY MOVEMENT. 


Hanna Likely te Find Out Before 
Long that the Country Cares Lit- 
tle About. His Canton Friend's 
Tariff Notions — The Financial 
Question to be the Absorbing Is- 
sue, and Practically the Only Is- 
ste in the Presidential Campuign. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The attempt of 
Mark Hanna and his lieutenants to make 
the tariff the only issue in the coming cam- 
paign is amusing to all who know the po- 
litical situation. Mr. Hanna undertook to 
foster the tariff idea at St. Louis and failed. 


The question of the tariff really cut no 
figure at all there. From the moment the 
delegates began arriving, the question of 
the financial plank was uppermost. Those 
who called on Mr. Hanna heard a good 
deal about the tariff, but the moment they 
left his headquarters the currency question 
absorbed their. attention. 

The efforts lately made by Mr. Hanna to 
claim the authorship of the gold plank for 
McKinley and his immediate friends looks 
odd in view of the statement attributed to 
Hanna to-day in a dispatch from Chicago, 
that the silver question is a matter of no 
great consequence to the workingmen, and 
that they are concerned chiefly in the pfo- 
posed return to the McKinley tariff. The 
declaration of one of Hanna’s Heutenants 
at Canton to-day that “there is but one 
issue, and that the tariff,’”’ causes even Re- 
publicans to smile. 

The tariff will drop out of sight in most 
localities as soon as the campaign shall 
open. When Senator-elect Foraker read 
the tariff plank of the Republican platform 
at St. Louis there was hardly a cheer. The 
convention was concerned chiefly in the 
financial plank, and had no enthusiasm to 
waste on a matter that everybody except 
the candidate and his manager knew had 
been subordinated by the country to thé 
one issue of the currency. 

The free-silver leaders here who have 
read Hanna’s utterances since the conven- 
tion say they will be satisfied to let him 
continue his present course. Sound-money 
men of both parties say that if he shall not 
awaken to the true situation before the 
Democratic Convention shall meet he as 


suredly will change his tune by the time 
the convention shall be ready to adjourn. 

There is absolutely no talk here of the 
tariff being an issue in the campaign. Men 
who kéép in close touch with the country 
Say the silver question is bound to engross 
the attention of the voters until election 
day. Many Republicans who take it for 

ranted that the silver element will win at 

tcago, and that thousands of Democrats 
will look to the Republicans for salvation 
against the dangers of free coinage, assert 
that Hanna and McKinley will alienate 
votes by their efforts to keep the tariff 
issue alive, 

Outside of Ohio theré has been no talk 
about the tariff since the St. Louis Con 
vention adjovrned. In all the Republican 
conventions prior to that convention the 
tariff question excited no interest. 

The attempt of Hanna to reverse exist- 
ing conditions illustrates nothing more 
forcibly than that the Republican candidate 
is a ‘“ misfit.” He is out of place at the 
head of a sound-mohey movement, and 
Mr. Hanna is now making this clear to 
thousands who have been deifying the Ohio 
Major. 





IT COST HANNA $100,000. 


An Insider Tells How the Ohio Boss 
Managed the MeKinley Boom. 


CLEVELAND, June 26.—An intimate friend 
of Major McKinley’s said to-day: 

“The appointment of Mark Hanna as 
campaign manager was about the shrewd- 
est political move McKinley has made in 
all his career. Hanna not only devoted 
his entire time to the work, but he con- 
tributed freely toward its expenses. A 
canvas extending over several years is an 
expensive undertaking, and the money had 
to come from somewhere. 

“Mr. Hanna has said recently that the 
canvass cost him $100,000. Of that amount 
$38,000 was contributed by friends of Mc- 
Kinley throughout the country. 

‘““As one item of the expenses, it may 
be said that the cost of keeping the friends 
of the cause posted on its progress was 
$2,500. It was done by mailing 1,600 copies 
daily of one of the local official organs 
to the convention delegates and leading 
Republicans in all parts of the country. 

“That was done for several months, and 
was but a single feature of one of the 
most perfect political organizations ever 
known in a political campaign.”’ 





Army Etiquette and Ethics,

My opinion has been asked on a very 
delicate point of military etiquette, An 
officer elopes with the wife of a brother offi- 
cer.

The 
co-respondent retains his place in the regi- 
ment, and everybody lives happiiy ever 
after; in fact, the co-respondent has been 
promoted since this exhibition of gallantry. 
The question put to mé is whether the C. 
O. and the higher military authorities 
ought to countenance this state of things. 
Heaven forbid that I should express an 
opinion. This is one of those points which 
I would rather leave to the service jouf- 
nals, or The Church Times. In dealing 
with questions of this kind, however, the 
authorities, whether in the army or in 
civil life, must always accommodate them- 
selves to the prevailing standard of morals, 
and if, as one is occasionally tempted to 
suppose, there is a feeling in the army that 
an officer who appropriates his brother 
officer’s wife is. really paying his brother 
officer a compliment, the military authori- 
ties would, I think, be going beyond their 
province to interfere in such cases. 





Forecast of the Next Eneyclical. 


Brussels Dispatch to The London Chronicle. 

The Courrier de Bruxelles announces 
through its Rome correspondent that the 
Papal encyclical on the unity of the Church 
and the supremacy of the See of Rome 
will shortly be issued. The Latin docu- 
ment is now complete, and its translation 
into various languages is awaited so that 


they may appear simultaneously with the 
original text. 

The document is a very lengthy one, 
and is @ doctrinal work in which the Pope's 
intention is to prove the supremacy of thé 
Papal See by numerous quotations drawn 
from the Greek fathers and ancient Ori- 
ental liturgy. Copies of the encyclical will 
be forwarded to all reigning sovereigns, 
and also to the heads of dissenting 
Churches, because the leading aim of the 
document is to bring about the union of 
the various Churches with that of Rome, 
and to show why this union is necessary. 
The Pope starts from the fundamental 
principle that the Church must be one, 
and séts forth the essential features of 
unity of doctrine and of faith. His Holi- 
ness makes an appeal to all well-wishers 
of humanity to work for this end.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO WILL DE- 
FAULT ON JOLY DIVIDEND. 


Whe Semi-Annual Payment of 8 Per 
Cent. on the Preferred Stock Will 
Not Be Fortheoming—About $200,- 
000 in Interest on Bonds Will Be 
Pait, However—A Large Quantity 
of Steel Rails Ordered—Notes of 


Various Interests, 


Receiver John K. Cowen of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad is authority for the 
statement that the semi-annual dividend 
of 3 per cent. on the $3,000,000 of preferred 
stock, which will be due on July 1, will 
not be paid. 

The receivers, however, will pay interest, 
aggregating over $200,000, due July 1, on 
the bonds of the company, as follows: 
Toan of 1858, $9,410; bond to City of Balti- 
more to purchase its interest in the Pitts- 
burg and Connellsville Railroad, $6,000; 
Northwestern Virginia Railroad Company, 
64,200; consolidated Pittsburg and Connells- 
ville mortgage, $199,446.72. 

In addition to these sums, interest pay- 
ments on Baltimore and Onio car trust 
bonds of 1887 and the Winchester and Poto- 
mac Railroad bonds will be made. The 


City of Baltimore bond amounts to $200,000, 
An ordinance signed by Mayor Hooper of 
that city two or three days ago, authorizes 
the sale of that holding to Bugene Delano 
of New-York at par. 

Official announcement is made that Gen- 
eral Manager Greene of the Baltimore and 
Ohio has ordered 24,000 tons new steel rails 
from the Carnegie Steel Company, the Illi- 
nois Steel Company, and the Cambria Iron 
Company. The rails will be laid at various 
places, both east and west of the Ohio 
River. East of the Ohio River the rails laid 
will be eighty-five-pound rails, while west 
of the Ohio River they will be a little light- 
er. Deliveries have already commenced. 


frans-Missouri Passenger Matters. 


Most of the session of the meeting of the 
Yrans-Missouri Passenger Committee in 
Kansas City Thursday was taken up with 
a discussion of better means of preventing 


the abuse of round-trip tickets between the 
Missouri River and Colorado common 
points. As a means of preventing the 
handling of such tickets by brokers, it was 
agreed that all such tickets must be depos- 
ited with joint agents, to be held by them 
until the purchasers are ready to begin the 
return journey. The meeting was unable 
to come to any agreement on the Missouri 
River-Colorado passenger rate question, 
and referred the matter to the Executive 
Committee, which will meet in Chicago 
July 7. Nothing was done in the matter of 
making uniform rules for ticketing through 
party rate business, or with the question of 
granting half rates to members of clergy- 
men’s families. 


D. B. Robinson Leaves the Atchison. 


Cnuicaco, Ill, June 26.—D. B. Robinson 
relinquished his position as First Vice Pres- 
ident of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé Railroad Company on Thursday, and in 
the evening left for St. Louis to assume 


the position of President of the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railroad. This road will be 
scold under Judge Caldweil’s decree of fore- 
closure next Saturday. The upset price is 
fixed at $1,250,000. The purchasing com- 
mittee selected by the reorganization com- 
mittee representing the bondholders will be 
on hand, and the only bid at the sale will 
be made in that interest. Next Monday a 
temporary organization of the new company 
will be effected, and on Tuesday, after the 
sale has been confirmed by the court, the 
property will be turned over to the new 
company. 


New-York Central’s New Viaduct. 


The return from Europe of Third Vice 
President H. Walter Webb has led to the 
belief that the new steel viaduct.in Park 
Avenue, and the great four-track draw- 


bridge over the Harlem River, will be in 
use within a-very few days. The drawbridge 
was finished some weeks ago, and the ele- 
vated steel structure is very near to com- 
pletion. As soon as trains are running on 
the new structure the work of building the 
new station between One Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth and One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-sixth Streets will be commenced. It is 
proposed to put the body of this station 
under the viaduct.

TURKS CRITICISE THE 





He Represents, They Say, a Crade and 
Mistaken Form df Islamism. 


The organ of the “ Young Turkey ” Party 
in Paris, the Turkeya el Fatat, comes out 
with another attack upon Sultan Abd-ul- 
Hamid in its latest number. Kt says that 
in the world of Islam the Caliphate does not 
confer any immunity upon him who is in- 
vested with that high function. If he is 
worthy, all will obey him with fidelity and 
love; if he is not, he becomes astray log, 
floating on the vast ocean of Islamism. 

Abd-ul-Hamid, the paper continues, be- 
longs to the category of Caliphs who have 
lost all prestige in the Mohammedan world. 
The Arabs no longer believe in him, as he 
bas often disappointed their hopes; the 
Africans ignore him, because the true 
Caliph for the Soudanese is the Mahdi; and 
as for the Egyptians, their Caliph at pres- 
ent is Abbas. 

Abd-ul-Hamid cannot help perceiving 
the great feebleness of the empire caused 
by twenty years of misrule, It is said 
that he often. weeps. His tears may be 
caused by comparing what the empire was 


has become since. The unfortunate mon- 
arch, the organ says, has been reduced 
to that extremity that he cannot confide 
in any one, doubts the sincerity of his old- 
est servants, and every moment fears to be 
dethroned. The interests of isiamism are 
thus weakening everywhere. In Turkey, 
Islamism gets along no one knows how 


under the most intolerable despotism that 
Moslems have ever known; in E t, it 
bends under the yoke of the foreigner; 
in Morocco, it floats in barbarism, and in 
Central Africa, it exists in a savage state. 
There is one way to revive the — 
of Islamism, the editor of the Turkeya el 
Fatat thinks, and that is by the action of a 
revolutionary, progressive spirit that is 
conscious of its own rights and knows how 
to make concessions to the exigencies of the 
hour, not by the spirit that is absolute in 
its ag and forms the basis of des- 
potism. he regeneration of Islamism can 
only come through free discussion and lib- 
ertv. The despotism created by some Moham- 
medan chiefs at various epochs prevented 
the development of Islamism. They lived in 
the midst of disorder, giving themselves up 
to debauches and orgies, and waiting for 
an opportunity to shed their enemies’ blood. 
Surely Islamism has a nobler mission to 
perform than, as is held by some fanatics, 
the massacre of Christians. It is such chiefs 
who take advantage of fanaticism for their 
own profit and then turn to Europe and 
say: ‘‘See the terrible effects of Moham- 
medan fanaticism. It is only we who can 
curb and subdue it.” 


PUBLISHING THE DUTCH RECORDS. 





Committee, City Record Board, and 
the Aldermen Not Agreed. 


The Board of City Record is experiencing 
some trouble in its efforts to publish the 
old Dutch records of New-York. 

The board has undertaken to translate 
and publish these old annals in a series of 
seven volumes limited to three hundred sets. 
The work was under the supervision of a 
committee appointed by the Mayor, with 
James Grant Wilson of the American Au- 
thors’ Guild as President. 

The translation of the records had pro- 
ceeded far enough te authorize the letting 
out of the contract for compilation and 
printing. The Board of City Record had 
given this contract to the Knickerbocker 
Press. 

At this stage it was discovered that the 
board had no authority in the matter, and 
that the work could be done only by per- 
mission of the Board of Aldermen. 

The Clerk of the Board of Aldermen, Mr. 
Ten Eyck, was deputized to take charge 
of the matter. The Board of Record, how- 
ever, energetically maintained that it had 
the right to act in the premises. 

In accordance with this view of its own 
authority, the board met in the Mayor’s 
office yesterday, and was about to sign the 
contracts, when Mr. Ten Eyck served no- 
tice that the Board of Aldermen objected 
to the matter proceeding further. The ob-

TURNER ENTERS PLEA OF GUILTY, 








He and Dunlop Are to be Sentenced

of stealing $60,000 worth of jewelry, ap- 
peared before Judge Cowing in Part L., 
General Sessions, yesterday afternoon and 
withdrew his plea of “‘ not guilty ’’ to the 
indictment charging grand larceny.

Famous Monologist, and Wrote 
“Throw Him Down, McCloskey.” 


John W. Kelly, the well-known Irish 
character comedian, died yesterday at the 
residence of his father-in-law, James Mc- 
Grath, 51 West Eighty-seventh Street. 
-Kelly was one of the most popular of the 
comedians of the variety stage, and was 
known as “ The Rolling Mill Man,” because 
he had started life as a tinsmith and was 
employed in a rolling mill about the time 


he discovered that his future lay in the 
direction of the stage. 
He made His first appearance in Chicago 
seventeen years ago partnership with 
Lew Hawkins. In 1880 he secured an en- 
gagement at Miner’s Bowery Theatre. In 
1892 he was engaged by Tony Pastor for 
one week, and his success was so great 
that Mr. Pastor extended his contract for 
one year. 
Although a man of limited education, 
Kelly was a song writer of renown. Among 
the most popular of his songs were 
Throw Him Down, McCloskey,’”’ which was 
sung by M e Cline; ‘‘ The Bowery Gren- 
Slide,”” ‘* Come 
Down, Mrs. Flynn,” e Might Have 
Licked McCloskey, but She Can’t Lick Me,” 
and ‘“‘ The Milwaukee Fire.” 
Kelly was born in Philadelphia thirty- 
nine years ago. His last public appear- 
ance in this city was on the occasion of 
a benefit at Tony Pastor’s two weeks ago. 
A week ago last Tuesday he entertained 
the inmates of the hospital on_ Black- 
wel]’s Island. Kelly was possessed of an 
unfailing fund of native wit, and as a 
story teller hé was inimitable. He rapidly 
accumulated a competency, for his salary 
was among the largest paid to variety per- 
formers in this country. 
He lived with his wife and two children 
at 56 West Ninety-third Street, from which 
place he will be buried. He was taken ill 
last Tuesday: His death was caused by 
heart failure.

Lawyers Testify that Their Business 


Has Been Attended to Promptly— 
The Sheriff on the Witness Stand 
=—He Tells of Visits to Ludlow 
Street Jail—A Statement of Work 


and Expenses — Adjournment of 


the Hearing. 


The inquiry into the charges against Sher- 
ff Tamsen and the management of Ludlow 
Street Jail was resumed yesterday in the 
pid brownstone court building, before ex- 
Senator William H. Robertson, the Com- 
missioner appointed by the Governor to 
take testimory in the case. 

Before the examination was begun Sheriff 
Tamsen announced that the members of the 
Elks Park Association, of which he is 
President, will sail up the Hudson on the 
evening of July 3 to their park, in Greene 
County, where they will observe the Fourth 
of July with fireworks and speechmaking. 
The members ot the association are also 
members of the Liederkranz Society. A 
brass band will accompany the party, and 
a call will be made at Kingston, N. Y., 
where the members of the association hope 
Deputy Attorney General Hasbrouck will 
join them. 

The first witness called yesterday was 
George S. Hastings, a member of the law 
firm of Hastings & Gleason. In answer to 
Gen. B. F. Tracy, counsel for the Sheriff, 
Mr. Hastings said he had transacted busi- 
mess with the Sheriff’s office for twenty-five 
years. 

“ Have you always found the business of 
the Sheriff's office transacted with accuracy 
and dispatch?” Gen. Tracy asked. 

“I object to the question,’’ said Deputy 
Attorney General Hasbrouck. 

Commissioner Robertson said that the 
witness could tell all about his own trans- 
actions with the Sheriff’s office. 

Mr. Hastings said that all business placed 
in the Sheriff’s hands was promptly attend- 
ed to. 

Simon Stern of the 
& Rushmore was called next. He said 
that in his experience with the Sheriff’s 
office business was always done promptly 
and efficiently. 

Stillman F. Kneeland testified ,that the 
Sheriff’s office transacted business promptly 
and accurately. 

Otto Horwitz testified to promptness on 
the part of the Sheriff’s office. He told of 
an occasion when Sheriff Tamsen’s rulings 
were sustained by the Supreme Court on 
an appeal. He said the Sheriff did not con- 
sult any one before making his rulings, 
aoe that he spoke good English in making 

nem. 

Sheriff Tamsen was called by Gen. Tracy. 
“Do you remember telling Isaacs, the 
prisoner, that you had a first-class Warden, 
but a bad lot of keepers?” asked Gen. 
Tracy. 

“*Z said I had a first-class Warden, but 
did nct make that statement in relation to 
the keepers,” replied the Sheriff. 

“Did you say to Isaacs that you could 
not expect to have gentlemen as keepers? ”’ 

“I did not,” said the Sheriff. 

The Sheriff then denied that he had ever 
Said that he would not be Warden of the 
jail for a salary of $10,000 a year. 

** Did you dismiss all the keepers connect- 
ed with the escape of the three prisoners 
from the jail?’’ asked Gen. Tracy. 

** Yes, Sir, I did,’’ said the Sheriff. 

“Did you tell Mrs. Kuenstler when she 
called to see her husband.in the jail that 
you did not believe her?” the Sheriff was 
asked. 

“No, Sir, I did not,’’ said the Sheriff. 

The Sheriff said he had made a full in- 
vestigation into the pedigrees of Keepers 
Bennett, Rumpf, and Roach before they 
were appointed. Each of them gave a bond 
of $2,000 or $2,100. 

“What did you mean when you said you 
examined into the pedigrees of keepers be- 
fore you appointed them?’ Mr. Hasbrouck 
asked in cross-examination. 

“IT mean that’ I examined into 
pasts,’’ replied the Sheriff. 

“I think I understand you,” said Mr. 
Hasbrouck. *‘ You mean that you exam- 
ined into their antecedents.’’ 

“‘Yes, Sir,’’ said the Sheriff. 

The Sheriff said he dismissed ten persons 
on account of the escape of the alleged 
Post Office robbers. Three more were sub- 
sequently discharged. 

“Did you discharge Archibald?” he was 
asked. 

“He did not_give me the chance,” said 
the ance “He resigned.” 

“What is a writ of assistance?” asked 
Mr. Hasbrouck.

The prosecution and the defense then an- 
nounced that no more witnesses would be 
called. The hearing was adjourned sine die. °

HIS LIFE FOR A BOTTLE OF BEER. 





Scheppler, Drawing a Cork with a 
. Meat Hook, Caused His Death. 


Frederick Scheppler, a young . married 
man of Fifteenth Street, Coney Island, had 
for some time been employed in Kahn’s 
meat market on Surf Avenue, West Brigh- 
ton. He met with an accident in the shop 
Thursday night which: ended in his death 
early yesterday morning. : 

Scheppler was on. duty’ in the store alone 
most ofthe day. He ‘had, it appears, been 
having a few bottles of beer a day un- 
known tothe other clerks or the proprietor... 
This beer Scheppler kept in the icebox. He 
went into the icebox after-he had finished 
work for the day for the purpose of seeing 
how cold the beer was. He had no cork- 
serew with him, but took a small meat 
hook and inserted it in the cork. 

He tried to pull out the cork, but was 
unsuccessful. Scheppler wanted to drink 
that beer, and, putting in the hook further, 
he gave it@ quick jerk. The cork came out 
flying, and the meat hook caught the 
butcher in the thigh, tearing a deep gash 
and rupturing several veins and ligaments. 
The butcher managed to get out of the 
box, and called for a doctor. While the 
physician was coming, his wound was 
bound up by his fellow employes with a 
yiece of canvas cloth. Police Surgeon 

oyte dressed his wound, after which 
Scheppler was taken to his home. There 
two doctors did everything possible to save 
his life, but without success. Scheppler 
had a wife and a four-months-old child. 





Loss of Eye Aids PlaintifY Boyle. 


Justice Beekman, in Special Term, Part IIL., of 
the Supreme Courtr, rendered a decision yester- 
day in favor of James Boyle in a suit which he 
brought against his sistetr, Mrs. Mary Murphy, 
as executrix of the will of her. mother, Mrs. 
Mary Boyle, to recover a bank book showing 
a deposit of $2,800 in the Emigrant Savings 
Bank. Mrs. Boyle died several months ago, 
leaving an estate valued at $250,000, to be di- 
vided between her five children. James Boyle 
contended that the money deposited in the Emi- 
grant Bank was intended for him. He claimed 
that when he was a small boy his mother acci- 
dentally hit him in the eye with a whip and 
placed the money in the bank as part com- 
pensation for this accident. Meyer J. Stein 
appeared for the plaintiff. Justice Beekman 
decided that the evidence clearly shows that Mrs. 
Boyle intended this money for the plaintiff in 
addition to his share in the estate.

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NUISANCE TO BE ABATED 





MERCHANTS HAVE FAITH IN COM- 
MISSIONER ROOSEVELT. 


Believe the Police Can Do Much to 
Prevent the Needless Obstruction 
of Sidewalks—Enough Evidence 
Might Have Been Gathered Yes-

Correspondent Compliments 
Times for Its Work. 


Police Commissioner Roosevelt’s declara- 
tion in THe New-York Times that the 
police will handle the sidewalk obstruction 
nuisance in the wholesale grocery, produce, 
and commission district, added yesterday 


to the gratification of merchants who were 
pleased earlier in the week when the 
Mayor announced himself against the grab- 
bers of public property. Merchants are 
glad of the prospect that the nuisance 
will be abated, because they recognize that 
the value of city government lies in at- 
tention to those details which contribute 
to the comfort as well as to the safety 
of citizens, and which make the streets 
attractive and wholesome. Street obstruc- 
tion by trucks, when Col. Waring took 
charge of the Department of Street Clean- 
ing, had been as well established as are 
the sidewalk obstructions which THE NEWw- 
YorK Times illustrated last Sunday. 
Truckmen had a show of right because 
many of them owned permits, which the 
Aldermen were apparently authorized to 
issue, with the Mayor’s approval. Col. 
Waring took the broad view that the pub- 
lic had rights superior to those of the 
truckmen. Knowing that the streets could 
not be cleaned while trucks stood in them, 
he found means to drive the trucks to 
shelter, no persuasion or argument being 
needed to show that their occupancy of 
the streets at night, by harboring dirt, in- 
terfered with cleanliness and was a men- 
ace to health. 

There is no pretense of right in the ob- 
structions in front of stores, which THE 
New-YorkK Times pictured. Visitors to the 
offending district would probably be nearly 
unanimous in declaring the daily exhibi- 
tion there unsightly and unwholesome. 
Senses of sight and smell must be perverted 
to be impresséd otherwise. Commissioner 
Roosevelt’s opportunity to add to his cred- 
itable record by applying the law to the 
grabbers is regarded as so good that mer- 
chants believe he will avail himself of it 
vigorously. No one will expect him to dis- 
commode business seriously, but it is not 
doubted that he will put an end to willful, 
wanton, wholesale, and needless interfer- 
ence with unquestioned public rights. 

Comment on his remarks yesterday indi- 
cated that he had not yet informed himself 
upon the subject thoroughly. Some criti- 
cism was heard of his opinion that the side- 
walk view of boxes in front of Claflin‘s 
was not to be classed with the other pho- 
tographs reproduced in the article. The 
photograph showed men at work with hand- 
trucks on boxes laid against the house- 
front, ‘and near-the curb, with a passage 
between the rows. Mr. Roosevelt seemed 
to think there was no unreasonable use of 
the sidewalk. L. J. Callanan offered yester- 
day to prove to Mr. Roosevelt that the use 
photographed was habitual at Claflin’s, and 
that n ong ago the firm offended regu- 
larly by leaving boxes on the sidewalk 
overnight, covered with tarpaulins, 
with a watchman to look after 
them. Since the law is that the city, as 
trustee for the people, has the fee to 
streets from building to building line, own- 
ers being allowed the use of stoop spaces 
only for ingress and egress, and having no 
exclusive use of public property at all, ex- 
cept under tolerance or by special permit, 
Mr. Callanan thinks that Mr. Roosevelt 
will probably change his mind about Claf- 
lin’s. As Assistant Corporation Counsel 
David J. Dean has pointed out ‘in THE 
NEwW-YORK TIMEs, the courts have uniform- 
ly asserted that the streets, including side- 
walks and stoop spaces, could be legally 
used only by the public, the one exception 
being in favor of vendors of newspapers, 
periodicals, soda-water, and fruit, who may 
sell within the stoop line if abutting own- 
ers consent. Every other use is illegal, 
and ordinances purporting to justify any 
other use conflict with the law and are 
worthless and void. 

Merchants believe that Mr. Roosevelt has 
no notion of letting ordinances govern him 
unless they conform to the law. His allu- 
sion to the ordinance which purports to 
permit trucks to back across the sidewalk 
has little bearing on the present situation, 
they say, even if the ordinance may have 
any value. It forbids trucks to back across 
the sidewalk except to load or unload, and 
it adds: ‘‘ But in no case shall it be lawful 
for any person to permit such cart or other 
vehicle to remain so crosswise of any 
street for a longer period than may be act- 
ually necessary for such purpose, and not 
to exceed five minutes.’”’ Five-minute use 
of sidewalks by trucks is unheard of in 
the offending district.. As has been pointed 
out, some of the sidewalks are never trod- 
den between sunrise and sunset, and no 
down-town truckman ‘would think it worth 
while to back across the sidewalk for so 
short a time as five minutes; fifty minutes 
would be nearer the average. Mr. Roose- 
velt’s good sense is relied on to: separate 
the wheat from the chaff in dealing with 
the law and ordinances. to take up the 
work of having the law enforced with his 
accustomed earnestness. 

If officers were out yesterday in the of- 
fending district they might have gathered 


— 


evidence enough for a general raid. The 
accompanying letter from a citizen who has 
observed conditions since the display in 
THE Times last Sunday, reports improve- 
ment. He writes as follows: 


In the Editor of The New-York: Times: 

Thousands of citizens are thanking THE 
TIMES for that telling raid on the down-town 
street squatters. We recognize also the fact 
that such an attack provokes the hostility of 
many influential persons and advertisers, and 
ought the more, therefore, to be backed by the 
gratitude of the public, whose rights few news- 
papers feel called upon to defend to their own 
detriment. 

A ‘‘ good second’’ in 
claims on public gratitude is that model citi- 
zen, Lawrence J. Callanan, whom I should be 
glad to be permitted to thank publicly for his 
clear and clean exposure in THE TIMES of the 
impudent practices of dealers who bridge. the 
sidewalks for hand trucking, in and out, their 
thousand of small parcels, and for his refuta- 
tion of the shallow pleas and excuses of a Police 
Captain who seems to be more of an attorney 
for the lawbreakers than of an agent of the 
law, so far as this matter is concerned. 

For years I have had occasion to pass frequent- 
ly by a great grocery establishment—the firm 
whose head will be remembered as the Foreman of 
the Lexow Grand Jury, who showed such a 
praiseworthy desire to have other people’s abuses 
suppressed, but put in at the same time a plea 
for the continuance of sidewalk obstructions in 
the interest of the city’s ‘‘commerce’’ in gro- 
ceries, &c.—but never once, in my memory, un- 
til a day or two after your illustrated article 
appeared, did I fail to find the sidewalks on 
two whole sides of the block completely occupied 
by trucks ranged side by side, as close as they 
could stand, backed up to the elevated structure 
on which Austin, Nichols & Co. bring out and 
receive their goods, and which the pedestrian 
must climb and thread his way across—if he can 
—or go around the horses’ heads, through the 
middle of the muddy street! But great was now 
my surprise, on approaching (as I had supposed) 
that ever-dreaded barricade, to see not a whee! or 
a hoof in my way, though I were to celebrate 
the occasion by marching all around the block on 
the clean, level flags! If this change was not 
merely accidental, but a tribute to the authority 
of the ordinances and of public opinion as. in- 
voked by THE TIMES, the firm deserves credit 
for some stnsitiveness and sense. 

Among expedients for reconciling the necessities 
of ‘‘commerce”’ with the rights of common 
people in this matter, there are others more im- 
mediately practicable and cheaper than that of 
rebuilding warehouses with inside alleys for load- 
ing and unloading trucks. I would ask the at- 
tention of the Mayor and street authorities to 
the simple means—an overhead trolley. 
This principle might be extended to more 
capacious machinery, .according to the amount 
of traffic, or. goods. might be delivered by 
cranes or from second-story galleries, within or 
without the.warehouses, by stout bridges across 
the sidewalk. There is no lack of practicable 
remedies, but only of a determined enforcement 
of compliance with just ordinances, through some 
method or methods prescribed and supervised by 
the authorities. 

But after .one abuse and another are suppressed, 
still ‘‘ it must. needs be that offenses will come,’’ 
so long as men are willing to take an unjust ad- 
vantage of official laxity or connivance, and this 
brings me to another highly practical suggestion. 
In this country it has long been found necessary 
to supplement the lazy, timid, or corruptible 
action of local authorities by that of civic asso- 
ciations for the enforcement of statutes, such 
as those against cruelty to animals and children. 
One more such association, of the utmost vigor 
and zeal, is and will be urgently demanded in a 
variety of -directions—an Association for the 
Suppression of Public Abuses. VIDIL. 

This letter may be understood to mean, 
however, only that certain violators of the 
law have taken fright. No other motive 
has appeared for this sudden regard for 
the law. The retention of illegal plat- 
forms across sidewalks indicated no abid- 
ing intention to cease the impositions here- 
tofore practiced. Boxes, barrels, crates, 
bags, and other truck were in evidence on 
the sidewalks about as much as ever. There 
were so nany palpable violations that if 
one officer had set out to make notes for a 
report to Chief Conlin, he might easily 
have filled a memorandum book with them.

BAD SHOWING FOR CONDON 





MR. SHEFFIELD THINKS HE SHOULD 
BE SUSPENDED FROM DUTY. 


He Would Also Have Charges Pr¢- 
ferred, So that Superintendent of 
Construction of Buildings for Fire 
Department Be Removed—Report 
Says He Is Incompetent, Ordered 
Work Without Authority, 
Moreover, Falsified the Records.

The Board of Fire Commissioners, ‘at its 
meeting yesterday, took up for considera- 
tion a report by Commissioner Sheffield on 
the investigation of the official acts of 
William O’Meagher Condon, Superintendent 


of the construction of buildings for the Fire 
Department. 

The investigation followed the introduc- 
tion of a resolution by Commissioner Shef- 
field, May 15, instructing the Superintend- 
ent to report in detail on all work done 
on Fire Department buildings since Jan. 1. 
The fnvestigation began on May 22, and 
was finished several days ago. 

In his report, Mr. Sheffield says that his 
resolution was occasioned by the fact that, 
on May 6, after the regular adjournment 
of the Board, two of the Commissioners, 
President LaGrange and Mr. Ford, had held 
a meeting arid passed requisitions for 
$4,450 worth of carpenter work, part of 
which had been completed already and part 
begun without the authority of the Board. 
The report recites that on May 13 re- 
quisitions aggregating $6,777 were filed by 
Mr. Condon with Secretary P. Jussen, after 
the regular meeting of the Board, and with- 
out having indorsed on them the approval 
of the chairman of the Committee on Build- 
ing and Supplies, 

“In all but two of these cases,”’ says the 
report, “the work had been commenced, 
and in most of it actually completed before 
pre Gequisitions were submitted to the

““Mr, Condon denied any knowledge of 
this peculiar coincidence. “His clerk, Miss 
Briggs, admitted that both she and Mr. 
Condon had sometimes supplied the missing 
dates, in order to have the bids appear as 
of the time when the work was begun, and 
in the case of bills, as if filed after the 
requisition was approved by the board. In 
this matter we find the Superintendent and 
his clerk falsifying dates and changing 
reeords to deceive the ‘board. : 

‘His (Condon’s) books consist of a letter- 
press. copybook, not .more than~half- used 
up, in which he does not copy his letters, 
even to contractors and bidders, and a 
small memorandum book, in which are en- 
tered the requisitions when passed Ey the 
board. Hr has no copy of the original specifi- 
cations shown to bidders, does not use the 
rubber stamps reauired by the department, 
fixes with the aid of his clerk convenient 
dates on bids, as well as on bills: violates 
the law by ordering thousands of dollars’ 
worth of work without any authority from 
the board, falsifies the records which under 
resolution he returned to the board, and 
deliberately makes false statements to the 
board regarding the conduct of his office 
and his relations to his subordinates and 
contractors.” 

The report concludes: ‘I find that the 
Superintendent, instead of clearing him- 
self from the charges, has simply fastened 
many more serious ones upon himself, and 
by his own admissions has proved himseif 
incompetent for the office which he holds. 
I therefore recommend that Mr. Condon 
be at once suspended from duty, and that 
charges be preferred against him, looking 
to his removal from the position in the 
Fire Department which he now holds.” 

After some discussion it was agreed that 
the report should lay on the table till 
Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock, at which 
time, with Mr. Condon’s answer, if he files 
one, it will be acted on.

INSPECTOR WILL EXAMINE ELF

Work to be Done for State Railroad 
Commissioners To-day—North Sid- 
ers Interested in Getting Through 
Trains Across the Harlem Will Be 
Present—What Is Shown by Pict- 
ures of Structure at One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street. 


Secretary Charles H. De Freest of the 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners 
Sent a telegram yesterday from Albany in- 
forming Messrs. Gumbleton & Hottenroth, 
counsel for George J. Grossman, that the 


board’s inspector would be at the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company’s station at One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street and 
Third Avenue at 9 o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Hottenroth, with other north siders 
who desire to follow every step of the war- 
fare waged with a view of compelling the 
Manhattan Company to run its trains across 
the Harlem. without a change, will put in 
an appearance even earlier than the Com- 
missioner’s engineer. 

The photographs that were taken of the 
structure at One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street earlier in the week have been 
enlarged and are now on their way to Al- 
bany neatly mounted on muslin. The offi- 
cials of the company at the station refused 
to allow the photographer to take his views 
froia the structure itself. He was not even 
permitted te set up his camera on the plat- 
form at One Hundred and Twenty-ninth 
Street at Second Avenue or at the sub- 
urban terminal. 

Being both agile and determined, how- 
ever, he climbed to the roof of a near-by 
building and obtained a bird’s-eye view of 


Ahe tracks and switches, which shows at a 
glance how comparatively simple a thing 
it would be for the company to run contin- 
uous trains across the Harlem River, and 
save their patient customers the inconven- 
ience of changing cars. 

“Chapter 743 of the Laws of 1894 was 
meant to be obeyed, or it was never meant 
to be passed at all,” said a north sider 
yesterday, who has been active in the fight 
against the company’s arrogant behavior 
toward the public. ‘‘My soul rises up 
against the company regularly twice a day 
when I am bundled out of the cars in wet 
or fine weather and made to fight my way 
through a mass of people to take the sub- 
urban trains. ; 

“ The situation is aggravated by the fact 
that the matter has been frequently calied 
to the attention of the company by various 
committees of citizens, and the company 
has given such pretty and glib. promises 
of reform, which it has never made the 
least attempt to carry out. It has fooled 
us again and again in the past, and, unless 
we keep our eyes pretty wide open, it will 
fool us again. But it will not fool the 
Railroad Commissioners, and no one will 
ever again take its pitiful promises as a 
guarantee of good faith, or a prophecy of 
performance. 

I have heard everywhere among north 
siders the sincerest commendation of the 
work of THE NEW-YORK TIMEs in this mat- 
ter. Such open and repeated violations of 
the law should be taken up and attacked 
by every newspaper in the city.”’

AS THE THIRD PARCEL. 

All the estate, right and title of the said

Shore Railroad, and the Clealum Railroad, in 
Washington Territory, (now State); and in and 
to all branch railroads after the date of the ex. 
ecution of said mortgage acquired or constructed 
and operated as such feeders of the said main 
line or Cascade Branch, with the hereditaments 
and appurtenances thereto belonging and ap- 
pertaining. 

As provided by said decrees, the purehaser of 
any said parcel, his successors or assigns, upon 
Payment of the purchase price bid therefor, or 
upon making such provision as the Court shall 
approve for the payment thereof, skall be let 
into possession of the property conveyed, includ- 
ing all income, proceeds of income, bills and ac- 
counts receivable, cash and other property, re- 
ceived by the Receivers of said railroad company 
in the management or operation of the mort- 
gaged premises embraced in such conveyance or 
pertaining thereto; and the purchaser of such 
first parcel, his successors or assigns, shall also 
receive conveyance of any and all property of 
the said railroad company appurtenant to said 
premises and acquired for use in connection with 
or for the purposes of said railroad or the 
business of said railroad company, and vested in 
or standing in the name of the said Receivers 
or to which said Receivers in any manner have 
acquired title, all of the foregoing being included 
in such sale. 

The said sales will be made subject, and refs 
erence is hereby made, to the terms, conditions, 
reservations and obligations in said several de- 
crees respectively contained, including those 
therein described applicable to said first parcel 
in respect of (a) the Receivers of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company; (b) the certificates of 
the said Receivers; (c) claims against the said 
Receivers; (d) claims against the said railroad 
company for unpaid indebtedness or liabilities 
contracted or incurred by said railroad company 
in the operation of its railroad, payment whereof 
was provided for in the orders appointing the 
Receivers, and which may be adjudged prior in 
lien or superior in equity to said general second 
mortgage; (e) the Wisconsin Central Company 
and the Wisconsin Central Railroad Company 
and the Receivers thereof.

Upon acceptance of any bid for any one of 
said parcels, the purchaser thereof forthwith shall 
peeks deposit with said Special Master as fol< 

Ows: 

In respect of said first parcel the sum of 
$500,000 in cash, or $500,000 par value of said 
General Second Mortgage bonds. 

In respect of said second parcel the sum of 
$500,000 in cash, or $2,000,000 par value of said 
Consolidated Mortgage bonds, 

In respect of said third parcel $125,600 in 
cash, or $300, par value of said General 
Third Mortgage bonds. 

The Special Master will receive certified checks 
upon any national bank or trust company in the 
City of New-York, as money, and also will re- 
ceive certificates of The Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company that it holds bonds as therein 
described, subject to the order of the party 
named and transferred to the order of said Spe- 
cial Master, in leu of such bonds, with like force 
and effect as though the bonds therein named 
had been delivered to such Special Master. 

Any cash or bonds which may have been de- 
posited by the successful bidder as a pledge 
that he would make good his bid, shall be re- 
ceived on account of the amount required on 
the acceptance of his bid. 

The deposit received from any unsuccessful 
bidder will be returned to him when the prop- 
erty shall be struck down. 

in case any bidder, 
bid, shall fail to make the deposit by said de- 
crees required, the Special Master will then and 
there again offer the property for sale without 
further notice or advertisement. 

In case any bidder or purchaser shall fail to 
make good his bid upon its acceptance by the 
Special Master, or after such acceptance shall 
fail to comply with any order of the Court re- 
lating to the payment thereof or the consumma- 
tion of ‘the purchase, then the deposit made by 
such purchaser or purchasers will be forfeited 
as a penalty for such failure and will be ap- 
plied towards the expenses of a resale and 
towards making good any deficiency or loss in 
case the property, shall be sold at a price less 
than that bid at the prior sale. 

If the Court shall not confirm the sale for 
which the deposit shall have been made, suck 
deposit will be returned to the bidder. 

Upon confirmation of any sale by the Court, 
the purchaser shall make such further payment 
or payments in cash on account of his bid as 
the Court from time.to time may direct. The 
purchaser of any parcel may satisfy and make 
good any part of his bid not required to he paid 
in cash, by turning in to be canceled or credited, 
as in said decrees provided, any bond or, coupon 
payable out of the proceeds of such parcel upon 
distribution of such proceeds; and such pur- 
ehaser shall be credited therefor on account of 
his bid with such sums as would be payable on 
such bonds and coupons out of the purchase 
price, if the whole amount thereof had been 
paid in cash. The Court reserves the right to

er liabilities within thirty days after service of 
a copy of such order. 

The Special Master will accept no bid of lesa 
than ten million dollars for the said first parcel; 
no bid of less than two million dollars for the 
said second parcel; and no bid of less than five 
hundred thousand dollars for the said third 
parcel. For further particulars reference is 
hereby made to above-mentioned Decrees of said 
Courts.
